LONDON, Sept. 26.—President Roose- 
velt’s announcement that he will call a 
second Hague conference has not set this 
Part of the world afire. The announce- 
ment is ignored in editorial comment by, 
meost of the London papers, and where 
discussed is not treated seriously, but 
rather as a bit of political play incident 
to the Presidential campaign. 

The Paris correspondent of The Times 
Says: 

“If any such suggestion comes before 
the war is over the belilgerents might 
see in it disguised mediation. If on the 
other hand it is only put forward after 
the war is over, it will probably lead to 
little more than pious aspirations such 
hs those that figured so prominently at 
the last Peace Conference. 

“If President Roosevelt will read over 
the confidential reports from the UnNed 
States delegation to The Hague he will 
find abundant evidence that the best of 
friends, even when they meet to promote 
the cause of peace, are not always in 
agreement. 

“It would, in fact, be a rather risky 
experiment to assemble another conven- 
tion with universal peace as its object be- 
fore the powerful rulers of the world 
rrove they have peace not only on their 
lips, but in their hearts, and until they 
cease te act upon the old adage, ‘Si vis 
pacem, para bellum.’ ” 


PRESIDENT SOON TO ACT. 


Formal Call May Be Issued Early in 
the Coming Year.

CORTELYOU SEES PRESIDENT. 


Reports as to the Campaign’s Progress, 


Especially in New York.

» WASHINGTON, Sept. 26.—Chairman Cor- 

lyou of the Republican National Com- 
mittee arrived here from New York late 
this afternoon, and wes in conference with 
President Roosevelt until midnight regard- 
ing the political situation. He gave the 
President a résumé of what is being done 
in the various States, especially in New 
York, and his opinion of the present condi- 
tion of political affairs. Mr. Cortelyou 
declined to make any statement regarding 
his talk with the President, except in the 
most general terms. “He will leave for 
New York to-morrow. 

Mr. Cortelyou’s mission here was of a 
personal as well as of a political character. 
His family is expected to return to Wash- 
ington shortly, and he came partly to ar- 
range 1or their homecoming. 
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THE-POPE ISSUES A PROTEST. 


Churches in Rome to Make Atonement 
for Free Thinkers’ Congress. 


ROME, Sept. 26.—The Pope bas addressed 
to Cardinal Respighi, his Vicar General, a 
protest against the Congress of Freethink- 
ers held here last week, and the Vicar 
General will invite all Catholics ‘to attend 
a service of atonement, to be héld in all 
the basilicas of Rome on Thursday. In 
his letter the Pope gays: 


“A new Cause of bitterness has been | 


added to the many anxieties which, espe- 
cially in our times, uccompany the govern- 
ment of the. Universal Church. We have 
learned with infinite sorrow that it is as- 
serted that the cultivators of free thought 
have met in Rome, while the painful echo 
of their speeches is .unfortunately con- 
firmed by their crim designs. Intelligence 
is the noblest gift the Creator has granted 
us, but it becomes sacrilegious when sub- 
tracted from dependency on the Almighty 
or rejects the direction and comfort of 
Divine truth.”’ 

Continuing, the Pope says the insult was 
renderéd the more grave by the Freethink- 
ers’ meeting in Rome, the city which had 
been destined as a depository of* faith, 
thus taking from Rome its designation as 
the tranquil, respected See of Christ’s 
Vicar. } 

‘““We therefore,” the Pope adds, “ will 
gathering in our heart all its bitterness.’ 

The Pope recognizes that even on this 
occasion God sent comfort through the 
manifestation of filial affection received 
yesterday from the 1,000 members of the 
Catholic Association of French Youths, but 
he wishes to have in Rome a solemn func- 
tion’ of atonement for the outrage to Di- 
vine Majesty and for the vindication of the 
honor and good name of the city. 


GENERAL RECIPROCITY—LODGE 


Favors Policy Which Would Benefit the 
Whole Country. 


NEWTON, Mass., Sept. 26.—Senator 
Henry Cabot Lodge was the guest of the 
Newton Club at a dinner to-night, and ‘in 
a speech following the dinner advocated a 
policy of reciprocity that would bring.com- 
pensation to the United States for conces- 
sions made, and not prove inimical to 
American interests, The others present in- 
cluded Congressman Butler Ames and Con- 
gressman Samuel L, Powers. 

‘‘ Every one,” said Senator Lodge, in the 
course of his remarks, “‘ is in favor of reci- 
procity or any other policy which will en- 
large our foreign markets, provided that 
such reciprocity or other similar policy 
does not involve greater sacrifice than the 
proposed enlargement*of the foreign mar- 
ket is worth. But because I favor reciproci- 
tv under these conditions, I do not promise 
to support. any scheme of legislation or any 
treaty that-any one chooses to label reci- 
procity. 

‘‘ Hither the Democrats do not favor reci- 
procity or they do not fayor a reduction of 
duties, because the two together are impos- 
sibie and incompatible. Ishould be, glad to 
vote for a reciprocity treaty with Canada or 
any other country which was benéficlal to 
our business interestg,and not injurious to 
American industry, agricultyré, or labor. 
But there fs no use in shutting our eyes-to 
the practical @i ty .which the history 
of these treaties discloses: ‘ 

“T think we should consider very care- 
fully whether the true way to improve our 
foreign markets is not by general legisla- 
tion which Will bring a general reciprocity 
and which shall bear equally on all parts 
of the United States, and if successful, 
bring benefit to the whole country.”

CARNEGIE FOR RACE EMPIRE. 


Believes That This Country, Canada, and 
England Will Unite. F

OTTAWA, Ontario, Sept. 26.—A Canadian 
Associated Press cable from London says: 

Denying a statement in a letter from 
Francis Wayland Glen, that he favored 
Canadian independence, Andrew Carnegie 
says in a letter to The London Daily Mail: 

““Whenever Canada makes a change I 
think it will be her destiny to annex the 
United States as Scotland did England. 


After this is accomplished the motherland : 


will be glad to unite with her then united 
children.”’ 

Carnegie denies that he favored Canadian 
independence. He declares that, on the 
contrary, he is a race imperialist, holding 
the belief that it is almost as criminal for 
Canada and the United States to remain 
separate as it would be for Scotland and 
England. British imperialism was forecast 
by the Mothérland to mean destiny. 

Glen, who lives in New York, sent a let- 
ter to Ottawa papers. “Among other sensa- 
tional statements was one charging Cana- 
dian politicians with having asked Carnegie 
to furnish money for election purposes. 


MEN RETURN, UNIONS IGNORED. 


Nine Thousand Go Back to Harvester 
Works and the Pullman Company. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 26.—Nine thousand men 
returned to work without union regulations 
of any sort to-day, when the three Chicago 
branches of the International Harvester 
Works and the Pullman Company reopened 
their shops after a shut-down of two weeks. 
The men not only returned to their former 
places as individuals, but they also aPreed 
to reductions in pay of 10 to 20 per cent. 

The International Harvester Works an- 
nounced that the plants would be operated 
on a basis of 57% hours a week, instead of 
54, with no increase in wages. The men

content, and all of the old employes who 
could obtain work A the new regu- 
lations. To-night a call was issued for a 
special meeting of representatives of all 
unions having members employed by the 
International Harvester Company to con- 
sider the conditions at the three plants, 
but the general belief is that the men will 
remain at work under the new conditions.

Dragomiroff. The latter, probably will at- 
tend the ceremony. Gen. Dragamiroff is 
greatly enfeebled in health, which may 
render impossible his going to the Far East 
as Chief of Staff ot Grand Duke Nicholas, 
shnevld the latter be appointed. 

The reorganization of the forces in the 
Far East by the appointment of Gen. Grip- 
penberg,. commander of the Third Army 
Corps in the Province of Vilna, to command 
the Second Army, has been received with 
much satisfaction by ‘the press. 

Even the Novoe Vremya, which has been 
urging .the. promotion of .Gen. Kuropatkin 
to the rank of Commander in Chief, recog- 
niges the impossibility of confiding the vast 
host notw to be assembled to the commander 
of the forces actually in the field. Other 
papers warmly indorse the motives for the 
formation of the Second Army and the 
evident determination to prosecute the war 
with increased vigor. 

The Sviet, whose editor, M. Kamaroff, 
formerly was a Colonel in the army, and 
therefore peculiarly fitted to appreciate the 
significance of the new departure, says: 

*‘ Hitherto Ger. Kuropatkin has been chief 
of all the land forces in the Far East. 
Althovch enjoying the fullest independence, 
as a matter of fact he was appointed in 
the character of the Viceroy’s assistant. 
Nevertheless, all the responsibility was his, 
Now he will share it with Gen. Grippen- 
berg, and both will be under the guidance 
of a Commander in Chief.”’ 

The name of Grand Duke Nicholas Nich- 
plaievitch, Inspector General of Cavalry, 
early in the war was on everybody's lips 
as likely to be made Commander in Chfef, 
and it continues to be reported that he 
will be placed in command of the Russian 
forces in the: Far East, but no paper h+re 
ventures to publish the rumor,.pending an 
official announcement of: his appointment.

This statute is based on Section 2 of. Ar- 
ticle 3 of the Constitution, which declares 
<hat “in all cases affecting Ambassadors, 
other puolic Ministers, and Consuls, and 
those in which a State shall be a party, the 
Supreme Court shall have Original duris- 
diction.” — : 

In such cases the usual method of proced- 
ure fs for the authorities whose laws have 
been violated to report the violation te the 
State Department, which department brings 
the matter to the attention of the Ambassg= 
dor or Minister immediately concerned 
such action as the case may require, = 

There have been instances where the of-

Stapleton Rouses Brooklyn Democrats— 
Alderman Proves His Loyalty. 


Gov. Odell was dubbed a “ political 
buecaneer”’ at the ratification meeting of 
the Kings County General Committee, 
hel@ last night in the Thomas Jefferson 
Building, Court Square, Brooklyn.

“Y want to call for a yea and nay vote 
oh that resolution. I have been said to be 
affainst these nominees,.and I want to go 
on_record.”’ 

Clerk Hogan then began the call of the 
roll of delegates, and before he had pro- 
ceeded far Assemblyman John McKeown 
arose and suggésted that it would be bet- 
ter if only the roll of the delegates from 
the Fifteenth Assembly District be called 
and the. rest of the vote be taken viva 
voce. Alderman Brenner objected, saying: 

“It has been begun now, and I want it 
t>. proceed.”’

Civil Service Reform League Writes to 
Cortelyou and Taggart. 


Letters have been forwarded by the Na- 
tional Civil Service Reform League to 
Chairman. Cortelyou of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee and Chairman Taggart of 
the Democratic National Committee, ask- 
ing their aid in preventing the levying of 
assessments for political purposes upon 
public servants during the present cam- 
paign. 

These letters, which were sent by Elliot 
H. Goodwin, Secretary of the League, call 
attention to the sections of the civil service 
law prohibiting assessments for political 
purposes, and ask that a public declaration 


be made that each Chairman recognizes the 
right of every man, whether in public or 
private employ, to the wages of his labor 
without molestation. When the replies are 
received from Chairman Cortelyou and 
Chairman Taggart, they will be given out 
by Secretary Goodwin. 


CORTELYOU’S TEACHER ILL. 


Wirs. Ephraim Hinds of Henipstead Got 
Him Washington Appointment. 


Mrs. Ephraim Hinds, who was the first 
teacher of Chairman Gegrge B. Cortelyou 
of the Republican National Committee, and 
through Whose advice it was that he first 
took wp the study of stenography, was 
Stricken with apoplexy Saturday night in 
the old schoolhouse at Hempstead, L. I., 
where Mr. Cortelyvou’s education was begun. 

Thovgh she is over seventy-five years of 
age, Mrs. Hinds rallied from the first shock, 
but on Sunday morning. a second shock 
paralyzed her almost completely. Mrs. 
Cortelyou, who was a Miss Hinds before her 


Marriage, was notified and hastened from 
her home in Washington, arriving in Hemp- 
stead veeterday. 

Mrs. Hinds was not only Mr. Cortelyou’s 
first tutor. bul it was through her influence 
that he went from the New York Post Of- 
ficé to Washington, where he later became 
d stenographer for President McKinley, and 
hegan his rapid rise to National political 
prominence. » At. frequent intervals. yester- 
dat Chaifman Cortelyou made inquiries 
over thé long-distance telephone as to the 
condition of. his old teacher.

SAYS JUSTICE HERRICK 


KEPT OUT OF POLITICS 


Marcus T. Hun, Supreme Court Re- 
porter, Answers Attacks. 


RECORD ON BENCH CLEAR 


He Aided Committee of Thirteen in Its 
Efforts to Give Albany a Clean 
Administration. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Sept. 26.—Marcus T. Hun, 
Supreme Court reporter for New York 
State, in reply to a request to say what 
he considers Justice D Cady Herrick’s at- 
titude to the management of the Demo- 
cratic machine in this locality to have been 
since he accepted the position of Justice 
of the Supreme Court in 1891, said: 

“It is necessary, in doing so, that I 
refer to the condition of the Democratic 
Party at the time that Mr. Justice Herrick 
was elected to that position. 

“ As counsel for. the Commitee of Thir- 
teen of the Citizens’ Association of this 
city, and at one time for the Committee of 
Fifty, I have, without being a member of 
either political party, had for_the past 
twenty years a very considerable acquaint- 
ance with the details of the administration 
of the public offices in this city. 

“At the time that Mr. Daniel Manning 
accepted the office of Secretary of the 
Treasury in .President Cleveland's Cabinet, 
he was the recognized leader of the Demo- 
cratic Party in this locality. He surren- 
dered this leadership to Mr. D Cady Her- 
rick, who continued in control of the party 
here until he accepted the position of Su- 
preme Court Justice in 1892. Justice Her- 
rick at that date was not in as easy con- 
trol of the Democtatic political machine, 
certainly he did not have as unanimous a 
Support from the party. workers, as Mr. 
Manning had at the time he surrendered it. 

“Mr. Herrick, however, remained in con- 
trol, and atthe time of his election to the 
office of Supreme Court Justice the patron- 
age and positions at the disposal of the 
party were distributed among his support- 
ers, who were then and have continued 
to be known as the Herrick faction, no 
one of them having had such distinctive 
qualities of leadership as enabled him to 
impress his name upon the organization. 

“Since that time there has been, by the 
opponents of the former Herrick supporters, 
vehement and continuous clamor and com- 
plaint at Justice Herrick’s alleged activity 
and interest in party politics. I cannot 
recall, in the entire period of Mr. Justice 
Herrick’s judicial career, any instance of 
his appearing in an attitude of partisan 
prejudice or activity, and I cannot but 
believe that it has been the persistence 
rather than any substantial foundation in 
fact of this criticism which has led many 
people to beliewe that Mr. Justice Herrick 
has conducted himself in this respect with 
unseemly or unsuitable ardor. 

“It cannot be successfully disputed that, 
while in control of the local machine, be- 
fore his election as Justice of the Supreme 
Court, Mr, Herrick’s influence in his party’s 
councils was in favor of a policy which 
best subserved the public as well as his 
party's. interests; that it was his refusai 
to allow others associated with him in the 
party management or influential in its 
councils to subserve ulterior purposes 


which created/the antagonism and caused 
much of the bomity which existed at the 
time of his going upon the bench. 

It has never been suggested that he 
has realized pecuniary procs: from political 
fe tend or preferment yond the strictly 
egitimate salaries of the public offices 
which he has held. 1, much as- 
surance in this latter matter, as my ex- 
amination of +g accounts at various 
times during the past twenty years could 
not have failed, as I believe, to afford some 
earmark or evidence of malversation of 
public funds in his favor, as it did in the 
cases of not a few others, had such mis- 
application taken place. 

“How far rien who had previously been 
associated with him in political manage- 
men may have appealed to Justice Herrick 
for advice I have no means of knowing. 
If his advice to them partook of the quer. 
ity of his aid to the Committee of Thirteen 
in its struggle to introduce a clean admin- 
istration of affairs in this city, the public 
has certainly not been the loser if that 
advice has been followed. 

“To him that committee stood much in- 
debted for services which at the time, for 
obvious reasons, had pe epee acknowl- 
edgement. I giadiy, at t late day, ex- 
press my grateful appreciation of aid ex- 
tended by one“who has so long been num- 
bereé among its unknown: friends.”’ 


JUDGE HERRICK’S FAREWELL.

ALBANY, Sept. 26.—In closing to-day’s 
session of the Supreme Court, Trial Term, 
Justice D Cady Herrick took occasion to 
bid farewell tg the members of the Albany 
County Bar.

POR PUBLIC CAMPAIGN 


A Red-Hot Fight the Last Six 
Weeks, Says Taggart. 


DAVIS TO TOUR HIS OWN STATE 


Indiana to Hear Bryan, Seriators Black- 
burn and Stone, Melville E. In- 
galls, and C. S, Hamlin. 


Party managers at Democratic National 
and State Headquarters and at Tammany 
Hall declared yesterday that all records for 


kurrahing would be broken in the coming 
six weeks. 

“The public part of the campaign now 
is on,’’ said Mr. Taggart. “For upward 
of two months we have been working hard 
getting things in shape for these last six 
weeks, which now are upon us, and»right 
up to election day jit will be a red-hot 
fight. We are satisfied with the outlook, 
and yet we cannot be charged with over- 
ecnfidence, which is worse than apathy. 

“The outlook at home is entirely satis- 
factory to me,” he said of Indiana. ‘‘ Some 
Republicans are trying to create an im- 
pression that I am seeking a seat in the 
United States Senate and am, therefore, 
more concerned about the election of a 
Democratic Legislature in Indiana than in 
darying the State for the Parker and Davis 
ticket. That is all. nonsense, I am not a 
candidate for the United States Senate 
seat, have no idea of going there, and shall 
not be a candidate under any circttm- 
stances. I am working to carry the State 
for the National and State tickets and am 
confining my efforts to that.” 

Chairman McConville of the Speakers’ 
Bureau said he had received a letter from 
ex-Senator Davis about his speaking tour 
through West Virginia. The start will be 
made from Baltimore on Monday, Oct. 10, 
after a large meeting in that city, which 
will be addressed by Mr. Davis, Senator 
Gorman, ex-Senator Whyte, Senator Daniel 
of Virginia, and ex-Senator David B. Hill. 

Senators Daniel, Hill} and Whyte will ac- 
company ex-Senator Davis during his en- 
tire trip through the State, and stops will 
be made at every t@wn along the lines of 
the Baltimore and Ohio, the Chesapeake 
and Ohio, and the Norfolk and Western 
Railroad. On Tuesday, Oct. 11, the party 
will be divided so that two speakers will 
appear at Piedmont and two at Kayser, 
and on Wednesday the forces will be divid- 
ed again, two speaking at Grafton and two 
at Clarksburg. On Thursday, Oct. 13, there 
will be a big meeting at Wheeling, at which 
all four will speak, repeating this arrange- 
ment for Friday night at Parkersburg and 
dividing to speak Saturday at Huntington 
and Charleston.

CAPT. STREETER HEARD FROM. 


“ Governor” of His*No Man’s Land Has 
$10,000,000 Claim Against U. S. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26.—‘‘ Governor” 
William H. Niles arrived in Washington 
to-day from the Streeter No Man’s: Land, 
off the lake front of Chicago, ‘‘ Governor ’”’ 
Niles is one of the colony of settlers who 
took title from Capt. Streeter and in May, 
1900, defied the authorities with force and 
arms, 

The land in question was formerly the 
sandy bottom of Lake Michigan. The Unit- 
ed States Government has said it does not 
belong to the Federal power, and the State 
of Illinois does not claim it. Chicago does 
not own it, and the settlers have been in 
the status of the Isle of Pine pioneers who 
think they are citizens of the United States, 
but are ruled by a few constables sent 
down from Havana by the Cuban Govern- 
ment. 

“Governor” Niles has come to Washing- 
ton to file a claim against the United States 
for $10,000,000 with interest from May 26, 
1900, on the ground that the colony was 
entitled to protection. This suit covers the 
use of the land since the settlers were ar- 
rested and thrown into jail. Capt. Streeter 
is serving time in the prison at Joilet to- 
gether with two of his followers for killing 
a watchman who had been placed on the 
new land by the adjacent property owners. 


ALDERDICE’S BAIL FORFEITED. 


Warrant Issued for Man Arrested on 
Oliver Estate Forgery Charge. 


Because he has failed several times to 
appear in court to answer charges preferred 
against him in the Alderdice-Oliver case, a 
warrant was issued yesterday for the ar- 
rest “Of “James S. Alderdive by Magistrate 
Pool, in the Jefferson-Market Court, The 
bail of $1,500 on which Alderdice was re- 
leased was declared forfeited. 

Mary J. Oliver, a recluse, died last March 
at her home, Second Avenue and One Hun- 
dred and Seventeenth Street. When her 
effects were searched papers transferring 
$180,000 worth of real estate to Mary E. 
Alderdice, sister of the defendant, were 
found. The relatives of the dead woman 
charged that the transfer papers were 
forgeries. Several suits have been brought 
against’ Alderdice, who was arrested on 


charges of forgery and attempted suborna- 
tion of perjury. The complainant was 
Frank P. Sabett of Cottage Grove Avenue, 
the Bronx. 

Alderdice, who is a lawyer at 304 Broad- 
way, residing at 345 Summit Avenue, Jer- 
sey City, was held in bail, but failed to 
appear yesterday On an adjourned hearing. 
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GREEN GRAVE FOR JOHN DOE. 


His Grandson Bequeaths a Fund for 
That Purpose. 


John Doe Taylor, who died.on Aug. 1 at 
his home, 2 East One Hundred and Sev- 
enth Street, left a personal estate of more 
than $37,000, and by his will, filed yesterday 
in the Surrogates’ Office, he provided for 
a tund to be expended in keeping the 
grave of his grandfather, John Doe, in 
proper order. The. testator makes pro- 
vision for the disposition of his own estate 
and that of his uncle, Daniel Taylor. The 
Daniel Taylor estate was bequeathed to 
John Doe Taylor and his heirs, but it waa 
to remain in the possession of Mrs. Mary 
E. Wadleigh during her lifetime. 

In the will filed yesterday John Doe Tay- 
lor bequeaths the sum of $10,000 to his 
sister, Mrs. Sarah T. Abbott, of Grand- 
view, Tenn., and $10,000 to her daughter, 
Mary H. Abbott. The latter is named as 
executrix of the will. The sum of $10,000 
is left’ to the testator’s niece, Martha A.

Speaker Criticises Candidate’s 
Declaration on Pension Order. 


PENSION LAW’S 


HISTORY 


Says Parker Would Have Been “ Fac- 
ing Both Ways” in the Pil- 
grim’s Progress. 


HASTINGS, Neb., Sept. 26—Speaker Jo- 
seph G. Cannon continued his tour of Ne- 
braska to-day. _At Hastings this afternoon 
Speaker Cannon discussed that part of 
Judge Alton B. Parker’s. letter of accept- 
ance relating to the -President’s pension 
order. 

“In Parker’s first acceptance by speech,” 
said Mr. Cannon, “he compleined of the 
expenditures of the Government under Re- 
publican rule, and Roosevelt came back at 
him and said: 

‘** How are you going to cut down these 
expenditures? Are you for the repeal of 
that executive onder relating to the sok 
diers?’ 

‘“‘And Parker now comes back in his let- 
ter of acceptance, just issued, and says: 
‘If I am elected President I will rescind 
that order.’ 

“ And then he goes on and says, ‘ but after 
I rescind it, I will use my influence with 
Congress to pass a bill giving an age service 
penSion to the soldier that performed serv- 
ice in the civil war.’ 

“IT ask, what age, Parker, what age? Will 
it be 75, 65, 62 years, or what? Indefinité 
still you are, and probably not sincere, but 
suppose you are elected President, Mr. 
Parker, and you use your influence, what 
will that bring in the meantime? From 


25,000 to 50,000 people will have their pen- 
sions taken away, while you promise to 
use your infiuence fo have Congress pass 
a service pension law without stating the 
age you propose to recognize. 

‘“‘Let us read a chapter from the history 
of pension legislation as it stands on the 
statute books to-day. There are fourteen 
bills that have been passed from time to 
time, and these bills form the pension code.

RUSSIAN MURDER PLOTS 
HATCHED IN GENEVA 


Czar’s Police Say Conspirators 
Have Headquarters There. 


ARE POWERLESS TO INTERFERE 


Series of Political Crimes Organized by 
Six Men—De Plehve Had Escaped 
Death Four Times. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Tuesday, Sept. 27.— 
While some of the features of the plot 
which culminated in the assassination of 
M. de Plehve, the Minister of the Interior, 
still baffle the police, the authorities pro- 
fess to be now perfectly certain that the 
conspiracy was hatched in Geneva by half 
a dozen Russians, mostly Jews. 

The authorities know the names and ad- 
dresses of the conspirators, but are unable 
to take legal attion against them owing to 
the fact that the laws of Switzerland co 
not interfére with political refugees, and 
therefore Russian terrorists there are at 
liberty to continue the work of assassina- 
tion of Russian Ministers so long as they 
are able to find emissaries willing to risk 
their lives, the organizers never venturing 
to carry out their.own designs. 

Six men who engineered the de Plehve plot, 
according to the result of the Russian po- 
lice investigation, are declared beyond a 
shadow of doubt to have organized the 
series of political crimes which began with 
the assassaination of M. Bogdanovitch, 
Governor of Ufa, on May 19, 1903, and ended 
with the blowing up of Minister de Plehve on 
July 28 of this year, the one exception being 
the murder of M. Bobrikoff, the Governor 
General of Finland. Gerchunin, whose plot 
resulted in the assassination of Minister of 
the Interior Sipiaguine on April 15, 1902, 
now turns out to have been only an emis- 
sary of these Geneva terrorists. 

For the first time the fact is revealed 
that M. de Plehve’s murder had been pre- 
ceded by four abortive attempts to encom- 
pass his death, which the Deparement of 
Political Police frustrated in the nick of 
time by the arrest of the would-be assas- 
sins, who were quietly imprisoned. Only 
ong of these attempts has hitherto become 
Eien, and that was revealed by the acci- 
dental explosion of a bomb in the Hotel 
du Nord in St. Petersburg. 

Sasoneff and two of his acomplices con- 
tinue to maintain obstinate silence regard- 
ing the assassination of Minister de Plehve, 
although one of the accomplices has con- 
fessed that he threw a bomb into the canal 
on the morning of the assassination. Ber- 
stein, the other accomplice, obeying the in- 
junction of the terrorists, refuses to make 
any statement. 


CROWBAR MAKES MISCHIEF. 


Causes Short Circuit Racket — Men 
Knocked Fiat, Trains Stalled. 


A racket which was heard for some dis- 
tance shook the elevated structure at Chat- 
ham Square just before 5 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon and scared into a panic a crowd 
on the station platform. 

The trouble was caused by a workman 
dropping a crowbar across the third rail. 
He and his companion were terribly burned 
and traffic was delayed for about half an 
hour. The two men were Robert Masters 
and Thomas Keating, ironworkers. In gc'- 
ting out of the way of an approaching train 
Masters stumbled on the ties. The iron 
bar fell from his hands so that the point 
rested on the third rail and the handle on 
the sleepers. 

The short circuit was accomplished with 
@ bang. Sheets of flame darted from the 
rail. Both of the men were thrown flat 
on the tracks. Their clothing was burned 
from their arms and their faces and hair 
were scorched. Neither could move, al- 
though both retained consciousness. 

Detective Howe and Policeman Walcott 
of the Oak Street Station, who were in the 
street at the time, hurried to the platform 
and, driving the crowd back, lifted the two 
men from the tracks and carried them to 
the station master’s office. While waiting 
tor the ambulance to arrive from the Hud- 
son Street Hospital oil was poured on the 
men’s burns. Both were then taken to the 
hospital. Masters said that the only thing 
he remembered was tripping on the ties. 

“Then there was a blast of flame in our 
faces, almost as I dropped the crowbar, I 
don’t remember hearing any explosion, but 
I suppose that there must have been one.” 


HEAR YE, ESSEX MARKET BAR. 


Magistrates Seek Power to Punish the 
Contumacious Lawyers. 


The city Magistrates, at their monthly 
meeting at the West Side Police Court last 
evening, resolved to have a bill prepared 
providing that they have dignity equal to 
that given to the Justices of Special Ses- 
sions, and authority to adjudge in contempt 
lawyers who appear before them with im- 
pudent exceptions and dilatory tactics. 
This is a blow at the Essex Market Bar 
Association, so called. 

Magistrate Ommen, after deploring that 
condition of affairs which left the Essex 
Market Court without a Jewish officer, 
said, in tones full of feeling: 

“There are lawyers in the Essex Market 


Court, fortunately not many but more than 
enough, who with their interruptions and 
fearlessness of contempt of court force one 
to sit there and bear it. There should be a 
statute ty give us the power of the dreaded 
contempt of court.” 

Magistrates Mave and Whitman were of 
the opinion that there was sufficient. power 
already to make lawyers behave them- 
selves. The chair, Magistrate Flammer, 
Was not posit:ve, and Magistrate Pool 
agreed with hiu: that the dignity of the 
court was “‘not properly upheld under the 

resent laws of the charter of the Greater 
Rew York.” 


EXPERT JURY FOR FIRE. 


Builders to Investigate the Disaster on 
Attorney Street. 


In order fully to investigate the fire by 
whict. fourteen persons lost their lives on 
Sept. 4 in the tenement at 164 Attorney 
Street, Coroner Scholer has impaneled a 
jury of rea. estate men and expert build- 
ers. Some testimony was taken yesterday 
morning. but Abraham Levy, counsel for 
lecn Sobel, the owner of the property; 
Morr:s Levine, the lessee, and Henry Breit- 
m:unn, the contractor, who was making al- 
terations in the building, all three of whom 


were arrested after the fire, secured an 
adjcurnment for a week. 

it is alleged that while the work of altera- 
tion was going on the fire escapes and bal- 
conies had been removed from the second 
floor, thus rendering escape impossible. 
The proceedings technically are in the na- 
ture of an inquest to determine the cause 
of the Geath of Yetta Miller, one of the 
victims, put the jury will hear from many 
witnesses the condition of the building at 
the time of the fire. The Coroner yesterday 
with his expert jury, and Police Captain 
Handy, of the Union Market Station, made 
an inspection of the burned tenement. 


PARDON FOR AMERICAN SAILOR. 


Cuba Will Hereafter Turn Them Over to 
Their Commanders. 


HAVANA, Sept. 26—As the result of rep- 
resentations by Minister Squiers, the Cuban 
Government hus pardoned a sailor from an 
American warship who was sentenced at 
Santiago to two months’ imprisonment for 
disorderly conduct.

JAPAN CONTINUES PROSPEROUS. 


Financiai Condition Satisfactory and 


Crop Outlook Excellent.

TOKIO, Sept. 26.—Figures just pub- 
lished indicate the satisfactory condition 
of Japanese finance. Comparing the end 
of August, 1904, with the corresponding 
date in 1903, the mote issues shew an in- 
crease of only 21,000,000 yen, of which 
19,000,000 is circulating in Manchuria 


and Korea. 

Coined money shows a decrease of only 
8,000,000 yen, while specie reserves have 
increased by 2,000,000 yen. 

The Central Bank returns show an in- 
crease in loans of 13,000,000 yen. The as- 
sociated banks cf Tokio show an increase 
of 18,000,000 yen, affording evidence of 
industrial and commercial activity. 

Clearing House returns show an in- 
crease of 58,000,000 yen and Post Office 
savings banks deposits an increase of 
4,000,000, while deposits in the associated 
banks of Tokio increased by 21,000,000 


yen. 

Foreign trade exhibits an increase of 
20,000,000 yen for the first eight months 
of the year. The rice crop is estimated 
at 110,000,000 yen, which is above the 
figure of normal years. Barley, silk, and 
wheat promise an excellent yield. 

Of the expenditure on the war 70 per 
cent. remains in the country. 

Altogether conditions indicate that 
there will be no embarrassment in con- 
tinuing the war throughout 1905. 


MELTON PRIOR’S PREDICTIONS. 


Veteran Correspondent Thinks Other 
Nations Will Be Involved in War. 


HONOLULU, Sept. 26.—Melton Prior, the 
British newspaper correspondent, who left 
Gen. Oku’s army in disgust, arrived here 
to-day on the Pacific Mail steamer Mon- 
golia from Yokohama. He says he feels ab- 
solutely certain that the war in the Far 
East will lead to European complications 
and to the most awful war in the world’s 
history. 

Mr. Prior cofthplains that Japan has dis- 
played bad faith toward all the correspond- 
ents. This, he says, is his twenty-seventh 
campaign, and it is the only one in which 
he has seen nothing. He believes that with 
the possible exception of the battle of Liao- 
Yang, not one correspondent has seen a 
shot fired, and he even doubts if the Liao- 
Yang fighting was witnessed by a news- 
paper man.

THE CRUSADER NOT SEIZED. 


Owners Advised That She Has Left Moji 
for Shanghai. 


LONDON, Sept. 26.—The owners of the 
British steamer Crusader, from Portland, 
Ore., Aug. 31, which, according to a dis- 
patch from the Kobe correspondent of The 
Daily Express of London, Sept. 23, had 
been stopped by the Japanese in Tsugaru 
Straits and taken to Hakodate, received 
a cable message to-day saying the vessel 
had left Moji for Shanghai after coaling. 

No mention was made of any detention. 


LADY CURZON BETTER. 


Wireless to Inform Mrs. Leiter at Sea 
of Daughter’s Condition. 


WALMER CASTLE, Kent, Sept. 27.—

STEERAGE FOLK PROTEST. 


Say They Were Crowded and Otherwise 
Suffered on the Celtic. 


Many of the 2,388 steerage passengers 
who arrived on the White Star liner Celtic 
Saturday have submitted affidavits to 
Commissioner of Immigration Williams at 
Ellis Island, to the effect that the steerage 
quarters of the great liner were over- 
erowded; that the attendants were extor- 
tionate in their demands, and that they 
were subjected to other ill-treatment. On 
Sunday, when Chief of Staff Robinson, who 
was in charge at Bilis Island in the ab- 
sence of Mr. Williams, heard of the ru- 
mored abuses he detailed a corps of Regis- 
try clerks to question each of the immi- 
grants. 

The more intelligent were detained by 
the clerks and then escorted to Mr. Robin- 
son’s office, where they were further ques- 
tioned by that official. Yesterday, when 
the matter was brought to the attention of 
Commissioner Williams, it was said at the 
Immigratiog-Station that an investigation 


of the alleged abuses really rested with the 
Collector of the Port, 

Collector Stranahan stated that, although 
it was not generally known, he had fre- 
quently imposed fines upon ships for viola- 
tions of the United States laws governing 
the handling of immigrants. The Collector 
stated that he fined one vessel $5,000 re- 
cently, and cited other cases in point. 

John Lee, the General Manager of the 
White Star Line, said: 

“We have received no complaints from 
any passenger on the Celtic concerning the 
overcrowding of that vessel, or any other 
abuses. Neither have we had any com- 
plaints from the Ellis Island officials or 
from any other source.” 


FRENCH FLAGSHIP IN PORT. 


Dupleix Arrives from Cape Breton and 
Anchors Alongside the Troude. 


The cruiser Dupleix, flagship of Admiral 
Rivet of the French South Atlantic Squad- 
ron, arrived here yesterday from Sidney, 
Cape Breton. The Dupleix is the largest 
French warship to visit New York since 
the visit of the Rochambeau party, at 
which time the battleship Gaulois, flagship 
of Admiral Fournier, was here. On her 
Way up the bay yesterday the Dupleix 
exchanged salutes with all the forts, the 


battleship Iowa off Tompkinsville, and Gov- 
ernors Isiand, the Headquarters of the De- 
partment of the East, United States Army. 

The Dupleix proceeded slowly up the 
North River and anchored off hirty- 
fourth Street alongside the cruiser Troude, 
which has been awaiting her arrival sey- 
eral days.

CIGAR STAMPS HIMSELF 


Domestic Manufacturers Talk of 
Votes at White House. 


OUT OF SECRETARY’S HANDS 


Editor Ellison Says If It Goes Over Un- 
til After Election There'll Be 
No Change. 


President Roosevelt has taken the cigar 
stamp controversy out of the hands of Act- 
ing Secretary of the Treasury Taylor and 
Assistant Secretary Armstrong. Following 
the hearing before Mr. Taylor in Wash- 
ington on Saturday, the President at the 
White House on Saturday evening received 
a committee representing domestic cigar 
manufacturers who desire the new customs 
stamp. 

The committee consisted of Simon Batt 
of the Clear Havana Cigar Manufacturers’ 
Association, I. Pendas of the Tampa Cigar 
Manufacturers’ Association, A. Bijur, Pres- 
ident of the Cigar Leaf Dealers’ Associa- 
tion; J. W. Crounze, representing importers 
of leaf tobacco; John Landstreet of Rich- 
mond, representing plug tobacco manufac- 
turers, and Samuel Gompers, President of 
the American Federation of Labor. 

It is said that this committee, in addition 
to rehearsing the arguments in favor of the 
new stamp, did some plain talking to Mr. 
Roosevelt as to the number of voters they 
represented, and the effect upon such voters 
of a decision in favor of the present stamp, 
or, as they put it, in favor of the Tobacco 
Trust. They also deelared that they want- 
ed a decision at once, and that any effort 
to postpone the settlement of the issue 
until after election would be interpreted as 
action hostile to the interests they repre- 
sented. 

At the end of the hearing, the committee- 
men say, the President assured them that 
the matter would have his instant and care- 
ful attention, and in their presence he 


directed Secretary Loeb to write at once 
to Mr. Taylor, instructing him to send all 
the documents and data in the case to the 
President by eo morning, or as soon 
thereafter as possible. Mr. Taylor was 
directed also to make no decision in the 
case until he heard from the President. 

Ismar S. Ellison, editor of The United 
States Tobacco Journal, who has _ been 
prominent in the agitation for a new or 
said yesterday that the feeling in the trade 
was very strong against any delay in decid- 
ing the issue. 

“If it goes over until after election there 
will be no change,”’ he said, ‘“‘ but we do 
not propose to let it go over.” 

Morris S. Wise, who made the argument 
for the domestic manufacturers before Act- 
ing Secretary Taylor, also declared that the 
trade intended to insist upon an immediate 
settlement. 


HAVANA, Sept. 26.—The Cigar Manufact- 
urers’ Association has suggested, with ref- 
erence to the contemplated reduction in the 
size and alteration in the form of warranty 
stamps on boxes of cigars imported into 
the United States, that the Cuban Govern- 
ment strongly urge the continuance of the 
conspicuous warranty stamps on genuine 
Havana cigars. The Cuban Government is 
expected to make representations on the 
subject to the Washington authorities. 


HAS THREE FLAG OFFICERS. | 


Brooklyn Navy Yard Liberally Supplied

B. T. WASHINGTON PLEADS 
FOR THE NEGRO RACE 


Finds Southern Sentiment Awakens 
Against Mob Violence. 


APPEALS TO HIS OWN RACE 


Exhorts Them to Do Nothing Which 
Would Indicate They Shield- 
ed Crime. 


Booker T. Washington took occasion last 
night, in delivering the annual opening ad- 
dress of the Brooklyn Institute of Arts and 
Sciences, to acknowledge the awakening 
sentiment of the South against mob vio- 
lence, and to exhort the members of his 
Own race so to live that nothing in their 
words or action should make it appear that 
they shielded or countenanced crime. 

Mr. Washington was introduced by A. 
Augustus Healy, President of the Board of 
Trustees, to an audience which packed 
Association Hall to the doors. He said: 

“For a number of years it has been a 
practice in too many parts of our coun- 


‘try for mobs to hang and burn human be- 


ings. Within the last few weeks a public 
sentiment stronger and more deeply rooted 
than ever before has gone forth from it 
in words and actions of Southern Gover- 
nors, the daily press, the pulpit, ex-Con- 
federate camps, and Grand Juries which is 
saying in thunderous tones that we, as a 
Nation, must not only be bearers of the 
words which teach us to protect the weak, 
but doers when it comes to the enforcement 
of the law. 

“In the same spirit in which I have just 
commended the words spoken by Southern 
representatives I would exhort my own 
race in ever’ part of the country that they 
become ‘ doers of the word’ in such a high 
desree that nothing in our words or actions 
shall make it appear that we shield or 
countenance crime. 

“If there are members of the Brooklyn 
Institute of Arts and Sciences who seek an 
outlet for their knowledge of the arts and 


sciences, permit me to assure you that you 
can find right here, in Greater New York, 
among the more than 60,000 members of 
my race, an opportunity to let your educa- 
tion and your generous and best impulses 
find expression in a way that will make 
you stronger.”

NOVEL PEACE MEETING 
HERE AT SHORT NOTICE 


Foreign Delegates and French La- 
bor Men Meet Civic Federation. 


WELCOME CALL TO THE HAGUE 


Roosevelt Enthusiastically Praised—in- 
dustrial Quiet Advanced as True 
Basis for Understanding of 
Nations. 


In the college room of the Hotel Astor 
there was a gathering yesterday afternoon 
which, according to some of the distin- 
guished political economists who made ad- 
dresses, marked an epoch in the industrial 
history of the world. Under the auspices 
of the Civic Federation there were as- 
sembled all of the foreign delegates to the 
Interparliamentary Congress recently in 
session in St. Lonis, the delegation of 
French laboring men who are about to 
make a tour of this country to study the 
conditions of labor and industry, and »mem-~- 
bers of the National Civic Federation rep- 
resenting labor, the employers, and the 
public. The object of the meeting was to 
discuss the best means of promoting indus- 
trial peace throughout the civilized world. 
lt was the first gathering of the sort that 
has been attended by men from all the 
great nations of Burope. 

“The affair was hastily planned, and for 
that reason the success with which it was 
attended was all the more gratifying to 
those who conceived the idea. The guests 
of the Civic Federation were requested to 
assemble at the Hotel Astor for a luncheon. 
The invitations said that the affair was to 
be entirely informal, and the promise of 
informality was carried out in a manner 
which served to give the foreigners a taste 
of American democracy. Few of those who 
were to be called upon to address the as- 
semblage were notified until after their 
arrival at the hotel, and when it came time 
for the procession to the dining room, H. 
H. Vreeland, representing the Federation, 
addressed the guests of the Federation in 


this way: 

“Gentlemen, as this luncheon is to be 
entirely informal, you will choose your 
own partners and take seats in the dining 
hall wherever you like.” 

A table which had been reserved for 
guests of honor and speakers had been 
placed at the head of the three iong ta- 
bles, but that arrangement was entirely 
ignored. Chairman Oscar Straus of the 
Federation and President Richard Bar- 
tholdt of the Interparliamentary Congress 
took seats at the head of one of the three 
long tables, ond the other speakers seated 
themsclves as individual fancy dictated.

Oscar S. Straus, Chairman of the Feder- 
ation, opened the speechmaking by asking 
the guests to drink to the health of all the 
sovereigns whose representatives are in 
this country to promote the cause of inter- 
national peace. The toast was drunk stand- 
ine. The Hon. Thomas Lough, M. P., then 
arose and said that on behalf of the repre- 
sentatives of foreign countries present he 
wished to propose the health of the Presi- 
dent of the United States. 

THE PRESIDENT A “ RULER.” 

“I take great pleasure in this privilege,” 
said Mr. Lough, as he raised his glass, “‘ for 
we who are visitors here regard your Pres- 
ident as the ruler of one of the mightiest 
powers of the earth, who has taken a more 
distinct step in the interests of peace than 
that which has been taken by any other 
ruler. He is not only a great ruler him- 
self, but is a worthy representative of a 
great line of rulers who have done much for 
the liberties of mankind.”’ 

Mr. Lough’'s tribute to the President was 
received with hearty applause, but his 
repeated reference tc him as a ruler pro- 
voked smiles. When the toast to the 
President had been drunk Chairman Straus 
spoke. He began with this remark, which 
was vigorously applauded: 

“We have reason to congratulate you 
upon the initial success which has attend- 
ed your mission to this country in the in- 
terest of interralional peace because you 
have obtained from the President a prompt 
decision to summon a second international 
conference in order to further strengthen 
and complete the work of The Hague Tri- 
bunal and to bring the future of: humanity 
under the majesty of the law.’’ 

National happiness, Mr. Straus said, was 
the best guarantee of international peace. 
The spirit of the age, he declared, was 
clearly for peace. He promised the aid 
of the Federation to that end. 

When Mr. Straus had ended his speech he 
introduced Representative Richard Bar- 
tholdt, President of the Interparliamentary 
Congress. Mr. Bartheldt said that 
Congress was not striving to abolish war 
with one fell swoop, because that was im- 
possible, but “‘ to starve to death the ‘ dogs 
of war’ by promoting a policy of mutual 
agreement between the nations in times 
of reace and submitting any controversy 
which may arise to arbitration.’’ 

The Hon. W. Randal-Cremer, M. P., was 
then introduced by Chairman Straus as 
“the prince of peace, the pioneer of arbi- 
tration and conciliation,’’ who had obtained 
the Nobel prize for being the most dis- 
tinguished promoter of international good- 
will. In the course of his remarks Mr. 
Randal-Cremer paid a high tribute to Pres- 
ident Roosevelt in contrasting him with 
foreign statesmen. This was received with 
both applause and laughter, the laughter 
being due to the approving stress laid by 
the speaker on traits of the President which 
are just at present under strenuous dis- 
cussion in politics. 

Mr. Randal-Cremer recalled the message 
of peace brought here seventeen yars ago 
ny the British Pariiament, 
ued: 

“Our proposal, for international peace 
failed at that time, but we are now prom- 
ised most emphatically by the President of 
the United States that he will try to bring 
about that which we failed seventeen years 
ago to accomplish. When I stood in that 
rcom in the White House a few days ago 
where seventeen years ago I had been on 
a similar mission, I could not help but con- 
trast the reception which our later proposal 
received with that wh'ch we made on vur 
first visit. 

HOW ROOSEVELT TALKS. 

“There was no ambiguity about the words 
of the President. I could not help make 
a comparison between his straightforward 
way of meeting our proposal and the man- 
ner in which we have been met by states- 
men abroad. There was no ambiguity about 
his words. When we have spoken to those 
in authority in the Old World they have 
expressed full sympathy with our purposes 
have stated that they sincerely desired to 
promote our work, but—there was always a 
*but,’ ‘but,’ ‘but.’ But there were no 
*buts’ in the answer of President Roose- 
velt. His words were clear, distinct, man- 
ly, and straight from the shoulder. [Great 
applause. ] 

** All who heard his noble words were re- 
joiced, as I was. In conclusion I will say 
that I hope the Civic Federation will be 
as successful in preventing industrial wars 
as the Interparliamentary Union has been 
in preventing—not in the present, but in 
the future—wars between the various na- 
tions of the earth.” 

Samuel Gompers, who followed Mr, Ran- 
dal-Cremer, referred to Mr, Carnegie’s sup- 
port of the British piers mission of sev- 
enteen years \ also referred to the 
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disagreed; the solution, he said, would be 
found in the growing” intelligence of the 
penne. “You cannot write it into law, 
said, Despite conflicts, he said, 
movement for peace Was on. 
Prof. Hoffman, a member of the German 
Reichstag, said that the equality of the 
classes here, which he had observed during 
his visit, had convinced him that ‘‘ democ- 
racy"’ was not an empty word with the 
Americans.

Emile Vandervelde, a Deputy of Belgium, 
Who is said to be the most eloquent. public 
8 er of his country, said that as he was 
a Socialist he was inclined to think that 
many present would be inclined to regard 
him ‘as a black sheep. He said he wished 
to express his great gratitude to President 
Roosevelt for what he had done in the 
cause of internauonal peace py his promise 
to call a new conference at The H e. 

“Our difference,’’ said Mr. Vandervelde, 
“is not in principle, but in the applica- 
tion of principle. You are proceeding in 
such a commendable way to bring about 
both industrial and international peace 
that the noble statue which adorns the 
beautiful harbor of New York may be eaid 
to be really typical of your country's pur- 
pose and. of its accomplishment. If you 
remain true to your ideals and show the 
same zeal in perpetuating and extending 
them which you have convinced us is your 
honest purpose, then may _it not_be ‘hat 
some day we will have a United States of 
Europe and at a more distant day a 
United States of the World. 

Prof. B. Coccotti, an Italian Deputy, was 
the next speaker. He said that if he 
spoke in his. native tongue no one would 
understand him, and therefore he would 
assay English. 

“TIT must make my speech one of short- 
ness,”’ said the professor, ‘‘ because I 
would run out of words if I went on” 
‘Prof, Coccotti said that he was a Social- 
ist, and that he believed there would come 
a day when 5 happiness of mankind 
would be general. 

Charles Sprague Smith said that the 
Chamber of Commerce was in full sympa- 
thy with all of the ideas which had been 
expressed by the Chairman, Mr, Gompers, 
and other speakers. He said that reci- 
procity of trade between the nations would 
be the best means of promoting interna- 
tional peace. 

John Olssen spoke for Sweden, Alfred 
Brustlaur for Switzerland, and Albert 
Metin, Professor of Political Economy in 
the Colonial and Naval Cadet Schools of 
France, and representative of the French 
Minister of Commerce, spoke for the dele- 
gation of French workingmen now on a 
visit to this country. 

Prof. Metin, who had acted as inter- 
preter for all of the other speakers who 
had spoken in French, created some amuse- 
ment by making his address in French and 
then translating it into English. 


HAGUE CALL NON-PARTISAN. 


“ Democrat Would Have Done Same 
Thing,” Bartholdt Says. 


More than 100 of the peace delegates at- 
tended a reception in their honor last 
night at the City Club, in West Forty- 
fourth Street. In keeping with the inter- 
national character of the gathering, the 
flags of the eleven countries represented 
by the delegates were hung apout che 
room, each group of delegates with its res- 
ident Consul congregating about its own 
particular flag. The City Club turned cut 
in force. Its President, Wheeler H. Peck- 
ham, welcomed tke visitors. 

Mayor McClellan followed Mr. Peckham, 
and his speech was frequently and heartily 
applauded. Three rousing cheers rewarded 
him when he closed. “ Tiger!” yelled an 
enthusiastic member of the City Club. 
There was a moment’s pause, then every- 
body laughed, including the Mayor. The 
“tiger” yell was omitted. The Mayor said 
in part: 

“There is scarcely a war in the history 
of the world which in its petty beginnings 
could not have been avoided had the bel- 
ligerent nations known each other better 
and had been better acquainted with each 
other’s aims. In Congress I have met many 
men of affairs. but I have come to the con- 


clusion that Congressmen in general knew 
very little of things without their own 
country. What I am about to tell you is 
not apocryphal, since it concerns my father. 
An Archduke expressed surprise once that 
he should speak English so well, as he 
always had a that Spanish was the 
language of the United States. 

‘In Paris once, too, a boulevard paper 
gavé way to some astonishment because 
a negro had been elected President of the 
United States—Aoraham Lincoln, a black 
Republican. 

“Do we know any better now? I doubt 
if any man in this room can tell me the 
name of the President of the Swiss Confed- 
eracy. 

“ Any movement that brings men of dif- 
ferent nations together tends to interna- 
tional good feeling and international peace, 
and this movement, I hope, finally shall 
achieve its ultimate end of peace upon 
earth and good will to men.” 

Congressm -n Richard Bartholdt 
William Randal-Cremer, M. P., also 
speeches. 

Mr. Bartholdt, whe is President of the 
International Parliamentary Union, de- 
clared that there was no partisanship in 
the union, ‘and the man who mentions 
partisanship belittles this great country.”’ 

It is true,’’ the Congressman continued, 
“that a Republican President has called 
the second conference to meet at The 
Hague, but I as a Republican am willing 
to admit that had a Democrat been Presi- 
dent he would have done the same thing.” 

Considerable historic interest attaches to 
the gavel used by President Peckham at 
the reception. It was used on the cen- 
tennial of the inauguration of George 
Washington at the meeting in the Long 
Room in Fraunces’s Tavern, at the organi- 
zation cf the National Society of the 
Daughters of the American Revolution, at 
the centennial of the adoption of the con- 
stitutional form of government by Poland 
under the leadership of Kosciusko, at the 
six hundredth anniversary of the Swiss 
Federation, on the one hundredth anni- 
versary of the fall of the Bastile, and on 
the one hundredth anniversary of the free- 
dom of the press in Hungary. On the 
six hundred and eighty-ninth anniversary 
of the signing of the Magna Charta the 
gavel rested _on the table at Runnymede 
upon which King John signed the famous 
document. It was used also by the presid- 
ing officers of the Senate and House of 
Representatives which invited this year’s 
meeting of the Interparliamentary Union 
to come to the United States. The gavel 
is owned by Dr. W. O. McDowell.

Gregorian chants will be sung by a picked 
choir of men and boys, comprising the best 
voices at St. Joseph's Seminary, at Dun- 
woodie, the Catholic College, and the Cathe- 
dral School. Sessions of the congress will 
open at 3 o’clock this afternoon in the Ca- 
thedral College Hall, close by in Madison 
Avenue. Here Bishop Maes, Protector of 
the Eucharistic League, will preside. Arch- 
bishop Farley will welcome the delegates, 
and a mesage from Pope Pius X. will be 
read granting three special indulgences to 
those attending the congress and triduum.

The race was sailed on Long Island 
Sound, over the Glen Cove course of the 
New York Yacht Club, in a fresh breeze 
that was a little east of south at the 
start and south-southwest at the finish. 
The start was at 1:40, and the Yankee, as 
usual, was iirst to cross the line. The 
Virginia followed in second place, and the 
Rainbow was last. 

Secon after the start the Rainbow drew 
up on the Virginia, and the two got into 
a luffing match, which enabled the Yankee 
to get away from them. They turned the 
first mark as follows: Yankee, 2:46:47; 
Virginia, 2:48:46; Rainbow, 2:49:12. 

The wind had hauled by this time to 
south-southwest, and the yachts had to 
make a number of tacks to fetch the sec- 
ond mark, off Parsonage Point. The 
Yankee made nine tacks and the Virginia 
eight, but the Rainbow, which stood further 
in to the Connecticut shore, made doyly 
four. Yet she did not profit by the fewer 
tacks, as she probably got less wind. The 
times at the second mark were: Yankee, 
4:05:49; Virginia, 4:11:26; Rainbow, 4:18:15. 
The Yankee in the seven-and-one-half-knot 
beat had gained 4:01 on the Virginia and 
10:26 on the Rainbow, and evidently had 
the race well in hand. The last leg, across 
the Sound, four knots long, was made by 
the Yankee and Virginia in one long and 
three short hitches, but a shift of wind 
to the westward enabied the Rainbow to 
make it in one long and one short leg. 
She consequently gained several minutes. 
A squall had been making up in the north- 
west, and it broke, just as the yachts were 
finishing, in a strong gust of wind and a 
deluge of rain, with a warlike accompani- 
ment of lightning and thunder.

GUNFIRE IN WINNING FORM 


H. B. Duryea’s Fast Mare at Gravesend 
Track Earned Her First Victory ° 
of the Season. 


Turf tradition, shaken so often this sea- 
son that horsemen have grown accustomed 
to unprecedented happenings, received one 
more jar yesterday at the Gravesend track 
when the three-year-old filly Lady Amelia 
took up 135 pounds, and, darting to the 
front in the first few strides, won the clos- 
ing race of the day after leading all the 
way, well off before her field. Lady Amelia 
has been distinguished for speed through 
all her two years in racing, but if any filly 
of her age ever carried such weight in an 
open handicap before no horseman could 
recall the occasion. The winner, with a 
long record of wins at sprinting distances, 
was the top weight of a field of eight run- 
ners, six other horses having been scratched 


out, and was required by the handicapper 
to make concession of from eighteen up to 
fifty-one pounds actual weight to the lot 
that opposed her. Lady Amelia started as 
equal favorite with Ancestor, the latter 
being in receipt of exactly thirty-two 
pounds. 

Ancestor is fast, and broke better than 
did Lady Amelia, which was in the middle 
of the crowd, when Auditor led away from 
the post for the three-quarters of a mile 
race, but in the first twenty yards there 
went a brown streak through the field, and 
Lady Amelia had command and drew away 
at every stride, with Ancestor after her. 
Even atter Lady Amelia had opened a gap 
of half a dozen lengths, and was galloping 
at the turn into the stretch, her backers 
dared not exult, for fear that the filly 
would tire under her terrific burden. ‘Tire 
she did in the last furlong, but she then 
had such an advantage that Ancestor’s 
spirit was broken in the vain pursuit, and 
Ancestor gave it up, Lady Amelia then lqst- 
ing the distance out under Redfern’s h@nd 
riding, and winning by two lengths, with 
Mineola second, and Marjoram third. 

One other noted mare reasserted herself 
in the course of the afternoon's racing, 
this being the fleet Gunfire, the winner of 
the Metropolitan Handicap of a year ago, 
and one of the most prized animals of the 
Whitney stable, raced now by H. B. Duryea, 
Gunfire has been slow to regain her best 
form, and though she has been tried sev- 
eral times this season she failed to win a 
race until yesterday. She looked the Gun- 
fire of old in the paddock before her race, 
however, and though she was required to 
carry the top weight, 126 pounds, she had 
a rather ordinary lot to beat, and backers 
made her a warm favorite at 5 to 4 on. 
The two-year-old Fleur de Marie went out 
at the lifting of the barrier, and, attended 
by Thistle Heather, made the running for 
about seven furlongs, Gunfire trailing in 
the middle of the crowd to the head of 
the stretch; where as the run home wus 
begun Gunfire went on with a fire fiash of 
speed. Closing on the ou‘vide, Gunfire 
easily wore down the two-year-old, and 
won by three lengths, while Fleur de Marie 
stopped enough at the finish to let up 
Graceful, which got second place.

COTTON DOWN 10 POINTS. 


Sully Active Again—Backing Apparent 
—English Expert Here. 


In a very narrow market cotton declined 
some 10 points yesterday. ‘The drop was 
due to the sentimental influence of the 
continued heavy- receipts, to unfavorable 
cables from Liverpool, and to selling by the 
so-called Wall Street element. Support 
frem Sully and his followers rallied the 
market, while some of the traders believed 
they were iJetecting signs of covering by 
Theodore H. Price, who on Saturday gav2 
out an estimate of present condition at 
71.6, from which it was deduced that the 
Government estimate might show about 
79.7. Mr. Price followed up his estimate 
with more bearish literature yesterday. 
Daniel J. Sully is again in communication 
with the firm of V. Degener-Boening, in 
Frankfort-on-the-Main, which last 
acted for him as his agent in Germany, 
and which at that time solicited discre- 
tionary orders. This confirms the impres- 
sion which has prevailed in Cotton Ex- 
change circles that Mr. Sully was actively 
in the market and that he was endeavoring 
to secure backing from the same sources 
that helped him in the first campaign. 

The English crop expert. Buston, was on 
the floor of the Exchange yesterday, pre- 
liminary to his departure for the South, 
where he goes to make an estimate of the 
crop. Last year his guess was far off the 
mark.

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THE TWO LETTERS. 

Judge PARKER would be elected Presi- 
dent by a hundred majority in the Elec- 
toral College if every voter in the United 
States would read with close attention 
and open-mindedness his letter of ac- 
ceptance. We pity the dullness that does 
not see that it is a great paper, an elo- 
quent, sobering, and saving appeal to the 
American people no longer to permit 
themselves to be fooled and misled; we 
think candid men will be moved to just 
anger and contempt for that stupid par- 

tisanship which denies its high merits. 

President RoosEVELT’s letter was re- 
markable, it was astonishingly able. It 
was almost reckless in its brilliant way 
of putting the case for a dashing, smash- 
ing, high-handed edministration of the 
Presidential office. We said when it ap- 
peared that the American people had 
never before been talked to in that way. 
It wasn’t quite imperial; rather like a 
master, whip in hand, haranguing slaves 
muttering revolt. Half the male popula- 
tion of the country above the age of 
twenty-one was roundly insulted and be- 
rated, in a lump, as a vile herd, without 
convictions and without conscience. It 
was extraordinary, but its experienced 
and skillful author knew very well that 
it was taking, that crowds would like 
it, would “ hoorah ” mightily. 

Now comes ALTON B. PARKER’s letter. 
It is not of the kind to evoke the yells 
of crowds. It is addressed to men who 
think. It is a warning, a strong voice 
through the darkness and storm telling 
of peril and how to escape it. The letter 
is, in fact, a first-rate test of the people. 

Sometimes in a playhouse there may be 
seen a great actor whose fine mind and 
finished art wonderfully picture forth all 
the hidden things that lie in the soul of 
the character he personates, while upon 
the same boards a robustuous player to 
the galleries bestrides the stage and fills 
the whole house with his roaring pas- 
sion. The comparison is unflattering—we 
use it because of its exactness. The taste 
and cultivation of the audience to which 
two such actors make their appeal are not 
more surely proved out than the judg- 
ment, the common sense, and the capac- 
ity for sober reasoning of the American 
electorate will be proved out by the two 
letters of acceptance. 

AN AMATEUR OF COURAGE. 

“As an amateur of courageous poli- 
tics,’ The Sun avouches, its “ hopes and 
interest rose high” when it read the ac- 
ceptance portion of Judge PARKER'S re- 
ply to Mr. RoosEvELT’s challenge on the 
question of Pension Order No. 78. But 
“profound disappointment”? ensued on 
perusing the further utterance of the 
Democratic candidate that he would con- 
tribute his effort “‘ toward the enactment 
of a law passed by both houses of Con- 
gress and approved by the Executive” 
that will give an age pension without 
reference to disability to the surviving 
heroes of the civil war. Here, moralizes 
our neighbor sadly, is evidence that 
Judge ParRKEeR has “ outbid” the Presi- 
dent ‘for the veteran vote.” 

Can even an amateur lack wisdom to 
see that it is not only courageous for a 
candidate to take up the gage of battle; 
that on fair grounds ne may fight his 
foe, excel him in strategy, outgeneral 
him, vanquish him, and upon the issue 
challenged capture an army? By the 
most exacting rules of chivalry, without 
the loss of a grain of honor, Judge Par- 
KER is entitled to the suffrage, the con- 
sent, the approval, and the loyalty of the 
Grand Army of the Republic. 

Tue Times has not declared jtself in 
favor of an age pension. It regrets that 
Judge PARKER has so declared himself, 
but at any rate he promises to act with 
proper regard to constitutional Nmita- 
tions. It is a point worth making, too, 
as he notes with simple pertinency, that 
after such regardful action, “a pension 
may be accepted with dignity, because 
of the consciousness that it comes as a 
just due from the people through their 
chosen representatives, and not as lar- 
gess distributed by the Chief Executive.” 

RUSSIA’S SECOND ARMY. 

The Czar has conciliated the good opin- 
fon of mankind by the frank and un- 
grudging acknowledgment, in his letter 
to Gen, GRIPPENBERG, of “ the stubborn- 
ness and high warlike qualities displayed 
by the Japanese.” It is a sufficiently ex- 
plicit acknowledgment, as explicit as 
could be expected, that the Czar and his 
advisers have found the undertaking 
upon which they have ventured, like the 
French in 1870,.“ in gayety of heart,” far 
more serious and difficult than they im- 
agined. 

The Czar’s letter has evidently been 
framed very carefully in order to avoid 
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the semblance of a reflection upon Gen. 
KUROPATKIN, But it will necessarily be 
taken as such a reflection, both within 
and without the Russian Army. Why 
should not the second Manchurian army 
be treated as a reinforcement of the 
first? Why should there be a divided 
command of two bodies aiming at the 
same objective and contending against 
the same enemy? The Japanese, indeed, 
dispatched their three armies separately 
and under separate commanders. But 
as soon as they had gained positions 
from which they could be employed to- 
gether they were assembled under the 
general command of Marshal OyraMa. 
Why should a veteran of sixty-six, an 
age at which not one man in a thousand 
is in a physical condition to make a cam- 
paign, be called from his retirement, if 
the actual command of the existing Man- 
churian army was satisfactory? 

There is no answer to these questions. 
The new appointment does constitute a 
criticism of Gen. KUROPATKIN, and, ac- 
cording, we think, to the general judg- 
ment of professional soldiers, a most un- 
just criticism. It implies that some other 
Russian General might have done better 
than he, whereas the professional opin- 
ion seems to be that he has done wonder- 
fully well. Gen, KUROPATKIN was as far 
as possible from being one of the Musco- 
vite jingoes. He was under no illusions 
about the comparative force which Rus- 
sia and Japan could bring to bear in -Ko- 
rea and Manchuria. Neither the war nor 
the plan of campaign to which he was 
committed was of his choosing, and the 
plan incumbered him with unnecessary 
difficulties. But, in spite of everything, 
and against a greatly superior force 
which was intelligently and strenuously 
striving to destroy it, he has saved for 
Russia the first Manchurian army, has 
shown himself the fittest man to be in- 
trusted with the command of any fur- 
ther Manchurian armies. and has de- 
served extremely well of his country. To 
have an equal and competitor adjoined to 
him in command is not the reward to 
which such a soldier was entitled, though 
if he has read history it is very likely 
that which he expected. 

THE BIG CRIMES FIRST. 

The arrest of a desperate band of crim- 
Inals in Fifth Avenue Sunday evening, 
one of whom, a woman, was smoking a 
cigarette, has inspired the people of the 
city with a feeling of greater public se- 
curity. The incident is distinctly reas- 
suring, because it shows that the Police 
Department has at last resolved to con- 
centrate its energies upon the more dan- 
gerous lawbreakers and to devote itself 
to the prevention of those shocking 
crimes that strike at the foundations of 
society and fill the community with a 
sense of dread and horror. 

The circumstances of the case were 
rotable. The woman, who was one of a 
party of four occupying an automobile, 
was a brunette and still young, probably 
not over fifty-two. To the quick mind of 
the bicycle policeman who made the ar- 
rest these facts were significant; they 
afforded all the evidence he needed of 
the revolting crime that was being com- 
mitted before his eyes. He knew his 
duty. At once and fearlessly he com- 
manded the woman to stop smoking, and 
when her companions had the hardihood 
to dispute his rights in the matter he 
took all hands to the station house, 

New Yorkers will now have fuller con- 
fidence in the adequacy of their police 
protection. There was a bad murder in 
Brooklyn the other day, and the police 
have hit upon no clve to the murderer; in 
fact, the list of undetected New York 
murderers is rather longer than usual; 
the pickpockets are doing a fine Fall 
trade; there is said to be something the 
matter with. the three-platoon system. 
But these things can wait. They are not 
vital, The incident of the woman with 
the cigarette shows that the police have 
their instructions to deal first and stern- 
ly with crimes of magnitude and menace. 

“CHARITY GRAFTERS.” 

We incline to congratulate our Boston 
correspondent on his success in filling a 
long-felt want in technical nomenclature. 
He did it in the announcement that the 
Young Men’s Christian Association of Sa- 
lem, Mass., had been compelled to take 
drastic measures for the protection of 
Miss HELEN GOULD, on her visit to that 
ancient borough, from “charity graft- 
ers.” 

The expression, though lamentably 
slangy, is exquisitely apt, as lamentable 
slang frequently is. To be notoriously 
rich and notoriously benevolent is to of- 
fer one’s self as a field of exploitation 
to all manner of cranks and conscious 
or unconscious humbugs. Doubtiess 
there are plutocratic philanthropists who 
take pleasure in contending with these 
parasites. In fact, we know that there is 
at least one such. Mr. ANDREW CARNE- 
Gig extends a hospitable leg to whoso 
desires to make trial of its ductility, and 
gives him leave to experiment upon his 
power of pull, securely confident that 
the experimenter will not be able to get 
away with any of Mr. CARNEGIE’s money 
without that billionaire’s privity and 
consent. But Mr. CARNEGIE would proba- 
bly bear witness that, even with the 
assistance of an ample retinue of clerks, 
the philanthropist who choeses this form 
of amusement has little time for any 
other. And philanthropists of less tough 
fibre must find life not worth living in 
at the price of continual contests with 
bores who will not take no for an answer, 
but who are confident of extracting 
something from their victim at last, “ be- 
cause of their importunity.” They hold 
themselves excused from the exercise of 
common courtesy, even of common nu- 
manity, because it is not, at least osten- 
sibly, for themselves that they are beg- 
ging, although a considerable proportion 
of them contrive to make their own liv- 
ings out of the “ rake-off” on their sey- 
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eral charitable or evangelizing projects. 
These are well named “charity graft- 
ers,” and immunity from their ravages 
ought to be assured even to the humblest 
millionaire. 

CATHOLIC CHURCH MUSIC. 

The authorities of the Catholic Church 
throughout Europe, and perhaps partic- 
ularly throughout the United States, were 
undoubtedly thrown into consternation 
by the promulgation of the instructions 
of Pope Pius X. concerning church mu- 
sic. The reforms which he laid down 
Were so very sweeping that it seemed 
that their adoption would do away with 
what was commonly accepted as church 
music altogether. 

Archbishop FARLEyY’s approval of the 
report of a commission appointed by him 
to consider the subject has been pub- 
lished. The report shows how radical a 
change from the present practice will be 
wrought by a sincere attempt to give 
effect to the Papal instructions. Every 
musician of taste will agree that the ob- 
ject of the instructions, which is to make 
church music more churchly, is a worthy 
object, from the point of view of art as 
well as of religion. But the means taken 
to assure this end will play havoc not 
only with the repertory but with the 
personnel of most organ lofts. The lit- 
eral enforcement of the Pauline precept 
touching the silence of women in the 
churches threatens to reduce the singing 
to low mutterings until a race of boy 
choristers can be trained, while it is evi- 
dent that a literal enforcement, by a 
priest not musically gifted, of the pro- 
hibition of music which does not “ corre- 
spond to the words of the liturgical text 
without omissions, inversions, or vain 
repetitions”’ would deprive the Church 
of some of the noblest music with which 
genius has stimulated devotion. 

For the time, the influence of the Papal 
order upon the music of the Church, at 
least in this country, may be expected 
to be depressing. But since the purpose 
of the order is admitted to be com- 
mendable, it is to be hoped that, with a 
proper and not too literal adaptation of 
means to ends, it may ultimately result 
in a raising of the standard of Catholic 
church music, both in composition and 
execution. 

THE AGE LIMIT IN STEEL MILLS. 

The announcement from Pittsburg that 
the Carnegie Steel Company has posted 
and is enforcing a rule requiring heads of 
certain departments to refuse employ- 
ment to men over thirty-five years of 
age, and in others to men over forty, is 
interesting. It would appear to show a 
disposition on the part of the Steel Cor- 
poration management to draw the “ dead 
line’ a good deal closer than has hith- 
erto been considered necessary. 

If the circumstances attending the en- 
forcement of this rule are correctly stat- 
ed, it would seem to work a substantial 
hardship in the case of a large number of 
skilled men who might merit better 
treatment. They were attracted to the 
plants of the Steel Corporation by espe- 
cially advantageous offers during the 
“boom” which culminated last year, 
leaving permanent positions to give the 
merger the benefit of their expert knowl- 
edge. The reaction rendered several of 
the plants idle, throwing these men out 
of employment. When on the announce- 
ment of resumption they presented them- 
selves for re-employment the rule above 
referred to stood in the way, and much 
dissatisfaction has resulted. That it 
should not apply in the re-employment 
of competent men after a period of in- 
voluntary idleness would seem to be too 
obvious to need discussion. It is calcu- 
lated to defeat what has been understood 
to be the policy of the Steel Corporation 
from the first, to encourage life-long and 
faithful service. 


A PLEA FOR THE ARMENIANS. 

Bishops SARADJIAN of Armenia and 
MELIKoFF of Persia sieaees are now in 
this country to _/bresent to President 
RoosEVELT a letter from the Catholocos 
of the Armenian Church requesting him 
to use what influence he has as the Ex- 
ecutive of one of the world Powers to 
end the Turkish massacres of Armenians 
and establish conditions which will insure 
them peace and security. These envoys 
have already had encouraging interviews 
with King Epwarp and President Lov- 
BET, and after leaving here they will 
visit Germany, Austria, and Italy. 

Their errand is one which should at- 
tract for them the sympathy of right- 
thinking men and women in all countries. 
It is as well known to them as to others 
that the President of the United States 
is without power to intervene effectively 
in the internal affairs of the Turkish 
Empire, but the voice of the civilized 
world should be raised in protest against 
the - conditions which have so 
long been permitted in Armenia. The 
little remnant of the scattered nation has 
had no political autonomy since 1604, 
when Shah Apsas, in his conflict with 
AHMED I., laid waste their country and 
deported to Persia, after the manner of 
conquerors in that and earlier times, all 
who could be rounded up of this brave 
and originally warlike but now peaceable 
and patient people. There are not more 
than 400,000 Armenians in all European 
Turkey. They are industrious, thrifty, 
and frugal, and the Sultan owes them 
adequate protection against the nomadic 
Kurds who continually harry them, plun- 
dering and burning their villages and 
putting them to the sword. 


WHAT A SHIP CANAL DOES FOR A 
PORT. 

A valued correspondent sends us fig- 
ures compiled from a Parliamentary blue 
book recently issued, which show that 
while the total imports and exports of 
Manchester, England, in 1894, the year 
of the opening of the Manchester Ship 
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ling, in 1908 this trade amounted to thir- 
ty millions sterling. 

The enlargement of the Erie Canal to 
the proportions demanded by the com- 
mercial conditions of the present time 
will have an effect upon the trade of 
New York comparable to that of its ship 
canal upon the trade of Manchester. The 
State and City of New York may well re- 
gard as a public enemy any one in office 
or out of office whose mercenary-loyalty 
to the railroad interests ranks him with 
the opposition to this necessary improve- 
ment of the waterway which made this 
State and city what they are, and who 
would place obstacles in the way of car- 
rying out the emphatic mandate of the 
people that this work shall be performed.

MILLERS REVOLT. 

It is not at all surprising that the inde- 
pendent millers of the Central States 
should, as reported, combine to secure a 
change in the trade policy of the United 
States. They are in some danger of losing 
important markets through the trammels 
that policy imposes on all foreign coin- 
merce, and they certainly have nothing 
to fear from foreign competition, 

It is one of the prominent features in 
Mr. CHAMBERLAIN’s programme in the 
United Kingdom to tax American wheat 
while admitting wheat from the colonies 
free. And it is a further feature of that 
programme to tax all flour, and Ameri- 
ean flour higher than colonial, in order to 
build up the milling Industry of Eng- 
land. He bases his prediction for suc- 
cess of this plan mainly on American 
experience in protection, without which 
there never would have been the ghost 
of a chance of popular approval for him, 
Of course, if he should persuade the 
English voters to try his scheme, the 
first sufferers would be the American 
farmers and the American flour millers. 
The seme discrimination against Ameri- 
can flour is popular in Germany and 
France, and taxing it is the foundation 
of the attempt to unite England and the 
European countries in opposition to the 
American “invasion.” Clearly there is 
no reason why our millers should support 
protection. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—- For a variously delightful *“* human 
nature” story, full to the brim of humor 
and wisdom, we are—and others will be— 
indebted to Dr. G. F. Lypstron. It appears 
under the caption, certainly most unprom- 
ising as regards such treasures, of “ Mal- 
ingering Among Criminals,” in a very se- 
rious article contributed by him to The 
Medical Journal. After enumerating a 
dozen or so of the innumerable motives 
that lead prisoners to pretend illnesses of 
which they are free—desire to escape work, 
to get better food, to excite sympathy, &c. 
~—and describing the prison doctor’s con- 
stant struggle, on the one hand, not to 
waste his services on men who do not 
need them, and, on the other, not to deny 
aid to men really ill, Dr. LypsTon takes 
up the treatment of malingering and re- 
-veals the beautifully simple expedient that 
proved to be a brilliant success. ‘‘ Maling- 
ering,” he writes, “‘is a very difficult thing 
to cure. I finally succeeded, in my own 
prison service, in a way that may suggest 
itself as practical to other prison physi- 
cians. For months I had vainly tried in- 
describably nauseous doses and the dark 
cell. I finally hit upon the expedient of 
having the sick call sounded at dinner 
time. The success of the experiment is 
shown by the fact that, whereas 180 men 
appeared in the sick line the previous day, 
there were only twelve in line on the first 
day of the new arrangement. The latter 
number is about the average that pre- 
sented themselves at the daily sick call 
during the remainder of my term of ser- 
vice.’’ Not having been in prison yet our- 
selves, we do not know whether or not this 
synchronizing of the dinner and sick call 
involved the absolute loss of the day’s chief 
meal for all who desired to consult the 
doctor. If it did, at first thought the de- 
vice seems to have been a rather cruel one, 
but, thinking again, it becomes manifest 
that, as dinner is usually the least need as 
well as the least desire of“people even 
mildly ill, the chances that many prisoners 
either starved or went without medical at- 
tention when subjected to this ingenious 
method of discrimination are very small. 
Anyhow, the scheme seems to have worked 
marvelously well, and it is a pity that some 
modification of it cannot be devised for use 
outside of prison life. Possibly the size 
of physicians’ fees is such a modification; 
certainly they have much the same effect, 
so far as the “taking of advice” is con- 
cerned, but they leave unaffected a vast 
amount of amateur practice, and do not 
prevent the dodging of innumerable jobs, 
big and little, on the ever-convenient plea 
of illness. 


—wWe quite agree with “A Kentucky 
Woman,"’ whose letter we printed yester- 
day, in holding that between public and 
private functions there is a difference as 
to the social implications involved. As, in 
the paragraph to which she objected, we 
were at elaborate pains to declare our own 
appreciation of that difference, we are 
deeply grieved that she should have ques- 
tioned our ability to see something which, 
as she put it, might or might not be visible 
to a Northerner who was also “a bachelor 
editor who dwells in hcetals and ealls {t 
home wicre he keeps his hootjack.” To 
the charge of living in hotels a considera- 
ble number of Northern editors would 
plead guilty, with a plea for mercy on the 
mitigating ground that it is the best—-the 
poor best—their circumstances permit, but 
we vehemently deny that they call the 
hotels home because they keep their boot- 
jack there, It is useless to argue the ques- 
tion whether or not they would so misuse 
the sacred appellation if they had of boot- 
jacks anything more than memories, vague 
and remote. As those of us who ever had 
bootjacks abandoned them many years ago, 
the suggestion of such a sequence of ideas 
in our minds indicates a perverse cruelty 
of heart that we never expected to gee 
displayed by a Kentucky woman, or, for 
that matter, by any woman. This great 
wrong, however, we will—now—pass over 
in silence, and only ask her how many 
Northerners she knows, in newspaper of- 
fices or out of them, who are madly bent 
on asking negroes -home to dinner or 
luncheon. There are some who would do it, 
we suppose, in the case of particular ne- 
groes, and for particular reasons, but it 
is not a common habit, or even_a at 
all. The charge of inconsistency which we 
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brought against the Lexington officials who 
aceepted negro hospitality did not involve 
the claim that public and private hospitality 
are alike; it only questioned the complete 
dissimilarity of the two, and only wondered 
why he who can often be a guest with 
safety cannot once be a host without shat- 
tering the pillars of society. As a matter 
of fact, the white and black races keep 
much further apart in the North than in 
the South, and it is absurd to assume that 
any of us are aching to increase their in- 
timacy in either section. 


THE TIBETAN TREATY. 


Translation of Chinese Draft of the 
Document Won by Col. Younghusband. 


The Chinese draft of the Tibetan treaty 
between Great Britain and Tibet was first 
published {n the Peking papers of Sept. 15. 
It is in poor Chinese, and obscure in some 
places, so that the following careful trans- 
lation may be interesting to compare with 
the authoritative English text when the 
British Government sees fit to make it 
public: 


PREAMBLE. 


The Tibetans having paid no heed to 
| 


China's counsels, and having failed to con- 
form to the conditions of the treaty signed 
at Calcutta between China and Great Brit- 
ain in tho sixteenth year of Yung-hsu (1890) 
and the treaty pf the nineteenth year, 
(1893,) owing to their cdntaining terms of 
ambiguous and objectionable character, 
Great Britain, finding it necessary to take 
action on her own account, appointed Col. 
Younghusband, a high boundary official, as 
plenipotentiary to arrange a satisfactory 
basis with the Imperial Resident Yu for all 
matters that required settlement. Great 
Britain and the Tibetans having now agreed 
upon ten clauses in connection with the 
objectionable and doubtful points of the 
treaty of the sixteenth year, and the Chi- 
nese Imperial Resident Yu having duly ex- 
amined the same treaty, it may according- 
ly be signed and sealed. After the con- 
clusion of this treaty between China and 
Great Britain the inhabitants of Tibet shall 
not violate the terms. This is because the 
Tibetans failed entirely to conform to the 
terms of the treaties made in the sixteenth 
and nineteenth years between China and 
Great Britain, owing to their containing 
much that was unsatisfactory and objec- 
tionable, so that Great Britain specially ap- 
pointed Col. Younghusband as plenipoten- 
tiary in frontier affairs to proceed to the 
frontier and negotiate. Unexpectedly hos- 
tilities were again committed, thus causing 
a rupture of amicable relations, but nego- 
tiations have now been opened and ten 
clauses definitely agreed upon in order that 
upon completion of the treaty and the seal- 
ing of the same by the Dalai Lama, as head 
of the Yellow Priesthood, and Col. Young- 
husband the Boundary Commissioner, 
peace may hereafter be secured. 


ARTICLE I. 

The Tibetans hereby agree, in accord- 
ance with the first clause of the treaty of 
the sixteerth year, to re-erect boundary 
stones at the Sikkim frontier. 

ARTICLE Il. 

The Tibetans hereby agree to establish 
marts at Gyangtse and Kotako (presum- 
ably Gartok) in addition to Yatung for the 
purpose of mutual trading between the 
British and Tibetan merchants at their free 
convenience. Great Britain will arrange 
with Tibet for the alteration of all objec- 
tionable features in the treaty of the nine- 
teenth year of Kuang-hsu, and as soon as 
this agreement shall have been completed 
arrangements shall be made at Yatung, 
Gyangtse, and Gartok accordingly. The 
Tibetans having agreed to establish mar- 
kets at Yatung, Gyangtse, and Gartok, mer- 
chandise purchased by Tibetans from India 
may be transported along existing routes, 
and arrangements may be made for open- 
ing marts in future at other prosperous 
commercial places. 

ARTICLE Ii. 

With regard to any objectionable features 
of the treaty of the nineteenth year requir- 
ing alteration a separate arrangement may 
be made, and Tibet will appoint a Tibetan 
official having plenipotentiary authority to 
confer with the British officials for their 


alteration. 
ARTICLE IV. 


No further customs duties may be levied 
upon merchandise after the tariff shall 
have been agreed upon by Great Britain 
and the Tibetans. 


ARTICLE V. 

On the route between the Indian frontier 
and Yatung, Gyangtse, and Gartok no cus- 
toms stations may be established. Tibet 
shall repair any dangerous passes on the 
road in order to facilitate merchants trav- 
eling thereon and the prevention of diffi- 
culties. Tibet shall appoint native officials 
at these three places, and the officials ap- 
pointed by Great Britain at these places 
shall have their correspondence with the 
Imperial Resident and other Chinese offi- 
cials forwarded through the above-men- 
tioned native officials. Similar officials 
shall be appointed at other flourishing 
places which may be opened to trade, and 
the same course adopted. 


ARTICLE VI. 

Tibet, having disobeyed the treaties and 
insulted the Commissioner by the wrongful 
commission of hostile acts, shall pay Great 
Britain an indemnity of $5,000,000, equiva- 
lent to 7,500,000 rupees, (£500,000,) payable 
in threa yearly Mstallments, the first pay- 
ment to be on Jan. 1, 1906. When the time 
arrives Great Britain will first notify the 
Tibetans as to the place at which payment 
shall be made, or whether receipt may be 
taken thereof at the Tibetan temple at 


Darling. = ARTICLE VII. 

For performance of the conditions. com- 
prised in Articles II., III., and IV. for open- 
ing trading stations, and in the sixth clause 
relative to the indemnity as security for 
the punctual discharge of its obligations on 
the part of Tibet, British troops will con- 
tinue to occupy the Chumbi Valley for three 
years until the trading places are satis- 
factorily established and the indemnity 
liquidated in full. In the event of the in- 
demnity’s not being paid, England will con- 
tinue in occupation of Chumbi., 

ARTICLE VIII, 

All forts between the Indian frontier and 
Gyangtse on routes traversed by merchants 
from fhe interior of Tibet shall be demol- 


—_— ARTICLE IX, 

Without the consent of Great Britain, no 
Tibetan territory shall be sold, leased, or 
mortgaged to any foreign power whatso- 
ever: no foreign power whatsoever shall be 
permitted to concern itself with the ad- 
ministration of the Government of Tibet 
or any other affairs therewith connected; 
no foreign power shall be permitted to 
send either official or non-official persons 
to Tibet, no matter in what pursuit they 
may be engaged, to assist in the conduct of 
Tibetan affairs; no foreign power shall be 
permitted to construct roads or railways or 
erect telegraphs or open mines anywhere 
in Tibet. In the event of Great Britain’s 
consenting to another power constructing 
‘roads or railways, opening mines, or erect- 
ing telegraphs, Great Britain will make a 
full examination on her Own account for 
carrying out the arrangements proposed. 
No real property or land containing min- 
erals or precious metals in Tibet shall be 
mortgaged, exchanged, leased, or gold to 


any foreign power. 
ARTICLE X. 


The Boundary Commissioner Jung and 
the Dalai Lama will sign and seal] this 
treaty on the 224 day of the 7th moon of 
the Tibetan calendar, being the ist day 
of September, 1904, of the English calendar.

For lack of other accommodations, myr- 
jaus of juveniles daily crowd the approaches 
of the new Williamsburg Bridge in a vain 
attempt to make use of the same as a 
playground. 

While the Board of Education is begin- 
ning .o take active steps as to this im- 
portant matter, its work in this direction is 
impeded by lack of funds. And the little it 
can do, under the most favorable circum- 
stances, is but a drop im the bucket. Citi- 
zens and householders want, and should 
have, more recreation. piers and small 
parks in every part of the city, and this 
pressing need should be sypplied at once.

There Can Be No American Sub- 
jects, Says James Hagerman, 


FREE TRADE FOR PHILIPPINES 


Tariff for Territories Declared Uncon- 
stitutional——- Bar Association Dis- 
cusses Alaskan Boundary Case. 


ST. LOUIS, Sept. 26—The largest and 
most representative gathering in the his- 
tory of the American Bar Association ~ 
marked the opening session of the twenty- 
seventh annual convention of the associa- 
tion to-day in Festival Hall, on the World’s 
Fair grounds. Besides the 600 members 
of the association who were in attendance, 
there were present many foreign delegates 
to the Universal Congress of Lawyers and 
Jurists, including Sir William Kennedy, 
Chief Justice of the High Court of Eng- 
land. f 

President James Hagerman of St. Louis 
delivered his annual address, and said, in 
part: 

“Since the last meeting of this associa- 
tion Congress passed one very important 
act, of far-reaching consequence, to regu- 
late shipping in trade between ports of the 
United States and ports or places in the 
Philippine Archipelago and between ports 
or places in the’ Philippines. 

“In my judgment, the need of the times 
is that the mandate should go forth to the 
American people, as the judgment of their 
bench ani bar, that Territories can only 
be permanently held by the United States 
upon the condition that the residents and 
inhabitants shall be citizens of the United 
States, and that there shall be no tariff 
laws between such Territories and the 
States of the Union, but all shall be within 
the zone of free trade which has hereto- 
fore included’ our States and Territories. — 

“T am not one of those who think that 
it is absolutely essential that all Terri- 
tories of the United States should be ad- 
mitted to Statehood, for I believe that un- 
der our system Territories can be gov- 
erned as such in harmony with our repub- 
lican-democratic constitutional principles. 
The point which I emphasize is, and it 
seems to me that the ultimate judgment of 
the lawyers of the country will enforce it, 
that the inhabitants of our Territories must 
be entitled to United States citizenship, and 
they must have free and unvexed trade re- 
lations with us. Otherwise there will be 
a departure from constitutional methods 
and principles which will be revolutionary 
in their nature, and lead us to an im- 
perialism which is inconsistent with re- 
publican-democratic institutions.” 

“The Alaskan Boundary Case” was the 


subject of a paper by J. M. Dickinson of 
CHCpeO. In the course of his remarks he 
said: 

**It was not strictly an arbitration, but 
rather what might be termed an arbitral 
tribunal, for an arbitration is usually com- 
posed of an odd number and with one or 
more disinterested members. Following 
the plan proposed in the Olney-Pauncefote 
treaty of 1897, which was not ratified by 
the Senate, it was agreed to submit the 
controversy to the judgment of a tribunal 
composed of an equal number of appointees 
by each Government, with the requirement 
that at least four should concur. Both 
Governments hoped and expected that there 
would be a determination of the whole mat- 
ter. It is manifest that, cherishing this 
hope, they reposed great confidence the 
impartiality and courage of the appointees, 
for there could be no determination possi- 
ble without at least one member finding 
adversely to his national sympathies. 

“That such hope and confidence were 
cherished is made manifest by the recital 
of the treaty that it would be unfortunate 
if a majority of the tribunal should fail 
to agree upon any of the points submitted 
for their decision. The way in which the 
tribunal was constituted and the fact that 
it settled the zontroversy will for all 
make it memorable in the history of ce 
measures. No one who values the peace of 
nations could fail to rejoice that such a 
grave controversy, which threatened to 
become more and more acute, was finally 
and amicably settled.” 


ENCOURAGES THE FILIPINOS. 


Agitation in This Country Strengthens 
Movement for Independence. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 26.—President 
Roosevelt is in receipt of a letter from (en. 
Luke E. Wright, Governor of the Philip- 
pines, in which the Governor discusses 
frankly some of the conditions which he 
encounters in directing the Government of 
the islands. Under date of Aug. 15, Gen. 
Wright wrote in part: 

“The continued discussion as to the ca- 
pacity of the Filipino for self-government 
and his immediate or ultimate independence 
is having its effect here, and makes cur 
task more difficult than it otherwise would 
be. The less a man is equipped with intel- 
ligence and those qualities which make 
for good citizenship the more easily can he 
be persuaded that he is the possessor of 
all these qualities, 

“In this general connection I may say 
to you as a matter of information that the 
agitation in the United States for Filipino 
independence, and the spoken and writien 
utterances of prominent men there who 
are urging it, are all brought here and 
published in the native newspapers, and 
are being made the text for editorials in- 


sisting that the Filipino people are now. 
ready to become an independent nation. 
The effect of all this is distinctly iniuriowg, 
Its tendency is to restore the influence 6? 
the’ old insurrection leaders and to make 
them active in preaching the old propa- 
ganda. This in turn has the effect of Re. 
moralizing and wean the more con- 
servative and thoughtful Filipinos, who fear 
if they speak out as they really think they 
would be considered the enemies of their 
people and lose their prestige with them.” 


GRAY DECIDES FOR MINERS. 


Judge Upholds Wright’s Opinion on 
Check Weighman Question. 


SCRANTON, Penn. Sept. 26—Judge 
Gra:. to whom was referred the contro- 
versy of the anthracite coal miners on the 
check welghman question, and which had 
previously been adjudicated by Carroll D. 
Wright in favor of the miners, has also de- 
cided the issue in the same way. 

His decision was received by both W. L. 
Connell and T. D. Nicholls, President and 
Secretary. respectively, of the Board of 
Conciliation. The former represented the 
operators and the latter the miners. 

In his conclusions Judge Gray says: 

“That when proper requests provided in 
said award have been made by a majority 
of the miners at any colliery it is the duty 
of the management of said colliery, under 
the award, to co-operate with the miners 
o. said colliery in the establishment of

By far the most natural, touching, and 
dramatic stroke last night at the Belasco 
Theatre was Mr. Warfield’s curtain speech.

People who care deeply for the 
art of the theatre may have remained un- 
moved by the iines of the play; but there 
was that in Mr. Warfield’s mien and voice 
that reached the sourceof tears. Hisattempt 
is the same Mr. Crane made a week ago in 
“Business Is Business.” It is~hard and 
dangerous, for the very public that cries 
out against the star system is the first to 
téll an actor aiming at artistic versatility 
to keep his place. But Mr. Crane’s artistic 
success is undoubted, and so is Mr. War- 
field's. 

It was only in a stray gleam of common 
sense, or now and then in an abrupt, shrewd 
turn of speech that one was reminded of 
the auctioneer or of Yiddish Yankies, and 
these were traits common to both char- 
acters Mr. Warfield’s music master is 
a quite detached and independent creation, 
a product of its own dreamy environment, 
living in its own life of sentimental fidelity, 
forgiveness, and abnegation. It is a crea- 
tion of masterly histrionic technique and 
of a mellowness of temperament no less 
masterly. It cannot be called the widest 
variation from what he has already done. 
There is no such distance as, for example, 
Mr. Crane has attempted. But the success 
is all the more complete. If Mr. Warfield 
has his way, and can find the requisite 
playwrights, the American stage, all too 
rich in popular stars and all too poor in 
real actors, has made an acquisition of 
the highest promise. 

Last night it was the play that was lack- 
ing. Mr. Charles Klein is in a sense an ex- 
pert workman, familiar with the business 
of th: playwright. But there is such a 
thing as being too familiar with that busi- 
ress The most artistic feature of the 
writint was its prevailing tone of quietude. 
But quie‘ud» without the breath of life is 
tame. ane Mr. FKileir has nut his faith in 
the most hackneyed and—yes!—falsest 
wares ol the stage. 

His music master, having been deserted 
by his for a villainous paramour, 
abandons a successful career and spends 
sixteen years in poverty-stricken search 
for her and their child. When his search 
succeeds the wife is dead, and his daugh- 
ter about tc be happily married. In 
the moment in which the music master con- 
fronts the rather crude villain who has 
robbed him of his happiness he finds—or 
thinks he finds—that to make an cxposure 
will ruin his daughter’s happiness, Upon a 
lifetime of devotion to—to what?—he adds 
a moment of theatric abnegation. In the 
last act his heart-break is saved by the 
loyal devotion of his daughter, who, hav- 
ing been freed by her maxriage from the 
tyranny of her false, illegal stepfather, 
comes to his garret and claims him. It is 
Evangeline and Enoch Arden rolled into 
a mush of theatric breakfast food. 

This is not the worst, and one is scarcely 
able to cheer up for what is to come. Such 
conventional material, when, vigorously 
handled, has its popular value. It is what 


the French call poncif—stenciled, and_pop- 
ularly false. But even poncif needs to 
have its own vigor of appeal. For all his 
craft Mr. Klein’s climaxes somehow fail to 
strike home. Most disastrous of all, in 
what is of course essentially a character 
play, the central figure of the ‘‘ Music Mas- 
ter’’ lacks salient and decisive outline. Mr. 
Klein's ‘‘ Auctioneer ’’ gave one the impres- 
sion of an acutely observed personality. 
though even here he was not guiltless of 
conventionality. His ‘‘ Music Master’’ is, 
except for a few not very telling strokes, a 
creation of pure sentimentality. If Mr. 
Warfield fails, it will be because of the 
softness of the material he has to work

with. 

This defect of the play is equally evi- 
dent in the minor characters. There is an 
attempt at creating a sort of Latin Quarter 
atmosphere in Houston Street; but the 
three musicians are in reality faint re licas 
of the “ Vie de Bohéme” and “ Trilby. 
The Fifth Avenue people have not even the 
advantage of a good model. They are quite 
preposterously unreal. Much has been done 
for the play by Mr. David Belasco, whose 
mise-en-scéne and management of the act- 
ing are as masterly as ever. The two scenes 
in Houston Street especially are marvels of 
atmospheric realism, replete with signifi- 
cant and atmospheric detail admirably 
composed into striking pictures. But the 
acting is only able and in the picture, with- 
out being distinguished—what chance is 
there for distinction? 

Mr. Belasco’s speech was as studied and 
consciously histrionic as Mr. Warfield’s 
was otherwise, but was not without dis- 
tinct force, to the delight of a partisan 
audience. It was another blow at the syn- 
dicate, and he made no bones of calling his 
enemies very hard names. Mr. Daniel 
Frohman was in a lower box, and if he is 
one of the villains he smiled, and smiled, 
and refused to budge. Perhaps he was a 
Daniel come to judgment. Or perhaps he 
was only Mercutio, and said a plague 0’ 
both your houses, in which case he was 
not without weary sympathizers. 


A NEW PLAY BY BERNARD SHAW. 


Arnold Daly Produces a Travesty on 
“ Candida” at the Berkeley Lyceum. 


Arnold Daly last night resumed his ten- 
ancy at the Vaudeville Theatre, now again 
called the Berkeley Lyceum, with a new 
play by Bernard Shaw, a travesty on the 
dramatist’s own play, ‘“‘ Candida,’ which he 
irsists on calling a comediettina. It is a 
criticism, in the form of burlesque, of the 
convention, always recognized on the stage 
and frequently in life, that a man is bound 
to lie to save the credit of a woman. It is 
presented as an afterpiece to *‘ The Man of 
Destiny,”” which Mr. Daly gave for a short 
time last year after ‘‘ Candida,” but was 
cbliged to drop because the strain of two 
such pieces proved too great. 

Throughout ‘“‘How He Lied to Her Hus- 
band” Mr. Shaw pokes fun not only at 
“ Candida” itself, but at the thousands of 
people who made a fad of it. The char- 
acters in the burlesque discuss at some 
length “Candida” as a play, and decide 
that it is a pretty poor article. The 
comediettinag lasts only some thirty min- 
utes; from the rise to the fall of the cur- 
tain last night the audience was in @ con- 

roar of laughter.

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MR. WAGNER AT WHITE HOUSE. 


Author of “ The Simple Life” a Guest 
of President Roosevelt.

“Picked up any trolley roads to-day?” 
cheerily asked a friend as the stoop-shoul- 
dered, nervous S. Harrison Wagner, partner 
of ex-Governor and ex-Consul General 
Thomas M. Waller, passed through the cor- 
ridor of the Imperial. 

“Not certainly, but I think I’ve a good 
option on two or three,’’ was the laughing 
reply as Mr. Wagner halted an instant. 
** Disposed of a couple of them last week, 
though, and if the New York and New 
Haven appetite continues good think I can 
see my way to get enough next week to 
pay for November's office rent.”’ 

It was rather unusual for Mr. Wagner to 
say as much as this, even, for this active 
agent of the New Haven system in the cre- 
ation of the trolley monopoly in Connecti- 
cut is a close-mouthed man, as he must 
needs be. As the creator of the Winches- 
ter Avenue Street Railway in New Haven 
he had an entering wedge to the trolley 
business, and was so clever in making his 
property a dangerous rival that the old 
Fair Haven and Westville Company had to 
take over his road at a handsome profit— 
for Mr. Wagner. Then the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford Railway Company 
gobbled both propositions, making them the 
basis for the Consolidated Railway, which 
is & merger of a dozen or twenty trolley 
lines that the steam company has acquired, 
and which bids fair to take in all the trol- 
ley lines in Connecticut, Rhode Island, and 
Massachusetts that are at all “ parallels ”’ 
to the great New England Railroad monop- 
oly. Mr. Wagner has been active in many 
of these deals, and last week turned over 
to the new corporation trolley lines run- 
ning from Middletown and Danbury to sub- 
urban points, in both of which he had a 
handsome proprietary interest. Neither 
road is a very great proposition in itself, 
about a dozen miles of trac e in each, 
but they are valuable as feeders to the 
greater parts of the system. And there was 
a twinkle about Mr. Wagner's eyes that 
told that he had not done the business 
wholly as a compliment to the New Haven 
System, though he is a great admirer of 
President Mellen of that corporation,

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MOSAIC WORKERS LEAYE 
THE BUILDING ALLIANCE 


Likely to be Followed by the Tile 
Layers. 


OTHER UNIONS BREAKING UP 


Plasterers Lost 165 Men Yesterday— 
General Surrender Thought Not 
to be Far Away. — 


The Mosaic Workers’ Union decided yes- 
terday to leave the Building Trades Alli- 
ance and signed the arbitration agreement 
of the Employers’ Association. The Tis 
Layers’ Union, members of which have 
been conferring with the employers, is like- 
ly to follow suit. This union held a meeting 
yesterday afternoon to consider proposi- 
tions of settlemert. 

The mosaic workers will all go to work 
to-day and will work alongside of the new 
men in other trades without any protest. 
The tile layers are expected to make a 
settlement early this week. 

The delegates of the unions in the Alli- 
ance were very much depressed yesterday 
at the news that the Mosaic Workers had 
decided to leave the body. The Mosaic 
Workers had made a demand for an in- 
crease in wages before the settlement took 
place, which the employers could not even 
consider unless they returned to work. Up 
to the last moment this was thought by 
the Alliance to be an effective barrier to a 
surrender on the part of the union. 

The tile layers, shortly after they were 
locked out, notified their employers that 
they would not return to work even if a 
settlement was proposed unless they were 
given an advance of 50 cents a day in 
wages This demand is expected to be 
withdrawn. 

With the Mosaic Workers and Tile Layers 
out the Alliance will only have a few trades 
left. The only unions which normally have 
a large membership left will be those of the 
carpenters, plasterers, electrical workers, 
plumbers, Amalgamated painters, and mar- 
ble polishers. The other unions in the Alli- 
ance include the smaller organizations, 
such as pipe ard boiler coverers, house 
shorers and movers, derrickmen, and hoist- 
ing engineers. New unions in most of 
these trades were formed by the Employers’ 
Association last year. 

Lewis Harding, Chairman of the Press 
Committee of the Employers’ Association, 
Said last evening that 165 men had left 
the Plasterers’ Society during the day 
and joined the new union, Members of 


unions in_the alliance unofficially admit 
that the time has arrived when the sooner 
they make terms with the employers the 
better. It was said that when the trouble 
is ended the alliance 1 continue, though 
the Employers’ Associdtion will not rec- 
ognize it as a body. It will not then be a 
strike-ordering y, as the unions which 
secede enter on the arbitration agreement 
plan, which forbids strikes. 


IMPORTER DROPS DEAD. 


Charles E. Fleming Stricken with Heart 
Disease at His Home. 


While talking with his niece in the library 
of his home, at 19 East Sixty-seventh 
Street, last night, Charles E. Fleming, sev- 
enty-seven years old, a retired importer of

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REGENT OF LIPPE DEAD. 


Was Once the Recipient of a Sharp Snub 
from the Kaiser. 


BERLIN, Sept. 26.—The death is an- 
nounced to-day at Detmold of Count Ernst 
of Lippe-Biesterfeld, the Regent of Lippe, 
who was seventy-three years of age. 

The death of Count Ernst reminds the 
public of one of Emperor William’s char- 
acteristic telegrams. The Regent com- 
plained in writing to the Emperor that the 
officers of ‘the garrison did not salute his 
children and did not address them by the 
title of Serent Highness, as customary with 
ruling families of his rank, and also that 
the commanding General at Detmold had 
issued an order to the officers prescribing 
this course. ma 

The Emperor thereupon telegraphed as 
follows to the Regent: 

Your letter received. The orders of the com- 
manding General were issued in accordance 
with my wishes and after inquiry of me. To 
the Regent what is due to the Regent, and 
nothing more. Moreover, I forbid once for all 
the tone in which you have seen fit to write 
me, WILHELM, IL R. 

Additional piquancy was given to the let- 
ter at that time by the fact that the second 
applicant for the succession, Prince Adolf 
of Schaumburg-Lippe, was the Emperor's 
brother-in-law. 

Prince Waldemar of Lippe, Reigning 
Prince of Lippe, died in 1875, and was suc- 
ceeded by his brother, Prince Charles Alex- 
ander, who is unmarried. 

After his accession Prince Charles showed 
signs of mental disease and was confined 
in an asylum for the insane. A Regency, 
therefore, became necessary, and after a 
long dispute between two branches of the 
Lippe family, those represented by Prince 
Ernst of Lippe-Biesterfel€ and Prince 
Adolf of Schaumburg-Lippe, which was 
finally settled by the King of Saxony as 


arbitrator, Prince Ernst became Regent of 
Lippe.

If you go to Detroit you will probably be told 
that the franchise of the Detroit United system 
expires in two or three years, and the city will 
demand various concessions from the street rail- 
way before a new franchise is granted.

Broader and Stronger Speculation Fol- 
lows an Accumulation of Favorable 


Intrinsic Intelligence. 


All things, or nearly all things, seemed 
to work together in favor of better prices 
on the Stock Exchange yesterday. Wheat 
broke sharply in reaction from the over- 
done rise on Saturday, and upon encour- 
aging reports regarding quantity and 
yield in the thrashing. Corn was weaker 
on good weather and better estimates of 
probable outturn. The cotton market was 


reactionary upon infiuences resembling | 


those which have checked the _ stock 
market, that is, upon appearance of ex- 
cessive manipulation, The Pullman and 
International Harvester Works, Chica- 
g0’s two largest, started up in entire dis- 
regard of union demands, promising free- 
dom from labor disturbance, and a 
cheaper cost sheet. Missouri Pacific, St. 
Louis and Southwestern, Wabash, Mis- 
souri, Kansas and Texas, and other lead- 
ing railways made excellent traffic re- 
ports. The money market showed no un- 
easiness upon the continuance of dete- 
riorating bank conditions, but was easier 
if anything. Steel exports were reported 
smaller, concurrently with a better do- 
mestic iron market. It cannot be said 
that there were no unfavorable develop- 
ments, but there was none of an im- 
pressive sort, and certainly no aggrega- 
tion of depressing items such as favored 
the views of advocates of higher prices. 

The response of the stock market was 
what might be expected, There was a 
decided increase of business, and, as nas 
recently been the rule when business was 
active, prices ruled higher. The tone can- 
not be called strong, for the closing 
prices were not the best, and there was 
some irregularity through the day. But 
it was a comfortable sort of market, and 
more like it would be welcome. Substan- 
tially, all leading stocks closed with im- 
provement, and there were no declines 
worth noting in excess of a fraction. 
Steel preferred and Pennsylvania were 
the leaders in activity, but not jn 
strength, that being shown by the Gran- 
gers, coalers, and electrics, especially 
among several industrials.

TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 
Fresh Rumor About Transfer of Blocks 
of Atchison — Keene in the Steel 


Stocks— Moores Said to be 
Buying Rock Island. 


Very little if any improvement was noted 
in the stock market yesterday in the mat- 
ter of commission business, but the list as 
a whole was very firm, and in some of the 
active issues the net gains were notewor- 
thy. The continued strength of the mar- 
ket, according to some, is accounted for by 
more or less persistent taking of stocks by 
prominent interests who are buying in 
connection with various purposes likely to 
be promoted by such purchases, and partly 
by the willingness of a great many traders 
and operators to profit by this fact as much 
as possible to further plans of their own 
which consist principally in advancing their 
specialties. It was said yesterday that the 
supply of stock seemed larger than on most 
days last week, but there was apparently 
no disposition to press it for sale. 


A Keene Movement in Steel. 


The activity and advance in Steel was 
said to be a Keene movement. Both the 
common and the preferred were very act- 
ive, but the former lost all of its early ad- 
vance ang a trifle more, while the net gain 
in the preferred amounted to only three- 
eighths of a poimt. The high int in the 
preferred was 70. The quotation was ap- 
,arently forced to this figure the first time 
t reached it, the price being made on a 
single hundred shares, after large trans- 
actions just below 70, but several times in 
the later trading the same price was 
reached again. In some quarters it was 
thought that the Morgan interests were 
helping along the advance in Steel, giving 
that stock more attention than they were 
bestowing on any other of the Morgan 
properties. 


London Buys Steel; Sells Other Stocks. 


London’s trading in this market was 
nearly all on the selling side, Steel common 
and preferred being the only issues bought 
in any amount, while the foreign sales of 
various other issues amounted to about 
30,000 shares. The London buying of Steel 
was a considerable factor in the early 
trading in that stock. 


The Transfers of Atchison. 
Conspicuous strength was shown by Atch- 
ison, which closed within a quarter of a 
point of the highest, with a net gain of an 
even point. The preferred, however, sold 


off fractionally. Report yesterday had. it 
that the recent transfer of large blocks of 
Atchison, which was reported to have been 
made by a prominent banking house to 
Rockefeller interests, was in the nature of 
a distribution rather than an accumulation 
of the stock. Yesterday’s rumor on the 
subject eliminated the name of the Rocke- 
fellers as having secured the stock. It was 
said that three large blocks, one of 125,000 
shares, one of 50,000 shares, and one of 
25,000 shares, had been transferred from 
well-known names to a number of un- 
known names. In this form the rumor sug- 
gested either that preparations were being 
made to distribute a large amount of stock 
rather than to accumulate it, or that there 
was some attempt to conceal accumulation. 


Reports from London that inquiries were 
being made there by New York bankers for 
gold to be brought to this city were not 
given credence in exchange circles her 
where it was said that the importation o 
gold was not yet feasible. Exchange rates 
declined in the morning, and became firmer 
again toward the close. The local money 
market was quiet, without any material 
change in rates.

LONDON, Sept. 26.—The report of Sey- 
mour Bell, the Commercial Agent of Great 
Britain in the United States, of the trade 
of the United States for 1903-1904 was is- 
Sued to-day, After pointing out the de- 
crease in imports, it. says; 

“In part of the year the climax of an 
almost unparalleled period of prosperity 
was reached and values were forced up to 
their extreme limits. §peculation was 
enormous and the overextension of business 
led eventually to a curtailment of credit. 
More securities were thrown on the coun- 
try than it was able to absorb. A natural 
reaction set in, and a contraction of busi- 
ness immediately took place. Large orders 
were canceled and a period of comparative 
quiet commenced. The country requires 
time to rest and recuperate and the gambler 
time to forget this period of inflated prices 
and excessive speculation.”’ 

Many manufacturers, says Mr. Bell, who 
neglected their business in attempts to gain 
fabulous fortunes in Wall Street, have now 
returned to their factories. He adds: 

*‘ At the present time it woiild be exceed- 
ingly difficult to float a company of any 
size. The investing public will require 
considerable time to forget their heavy 
losses during the late industrial boom. 
How long this period of recuperation will 
last depends largely on the size of the 
crops. The present indications do not point 
to a long period of low prices."

TN THE BUSINESS WORLD 


Dealers in Prunes and Raisins | 
Alarmed at Failing Demand. 


Prices Now Below Cost of Production— 
Producers Blaimed for Excessive 
Competition in Former Years. 


The dried fruit trade is very much alarmed 
over the prune and raisin situation. In 
the face of the largest crop of both these 
fruits known in years, the demand from 
the consumers has almost disappeared, and 
prices are now below the cost of produc- 
tion. On the Pacific Coast, it is said, the 
growers are feeding prunes to the hogs 
rather than go to the expense of drying 
and packing them. 

The situation is made more acute by the 
fact that there is an enormous carry-over 
from last season of both prunes and raisins. 
In prunes the carry-over is estimated at 
165,000,000 pounds and in raisins at 1,200 
cars. The current price for prunes is 11-3 
to 1% cents a pound for all four sizes, free 
on board, Pacific Coast, and for raisins, 
according to quality, from 2 to 4% cents a 
pound for the old crop and from 3% to 5% 
cents for the new crop fruit. 

One reason attributed for the failure in 
demand is the excessive competition among 
the producers in former years. Jobbers 
and retailers who bought early often found 
the fruit offered later in the season at 
prices so low that it could be retailed at 
what they paid for it. As a result, they 
stopped pushing the fruit on the ‘public 
— the demand to die a natural

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| WHITEMAN, EX-CONVICT 
AND EX-MAYOR, IN JAIL 


Arrested in St. Louis on Buffalo 
, Swindling Charge. 


LONG RECORD IN BANK CRIME 


eS Often Arranges an Alibi in Advance and 
H Figures on Country Banks’ 
Leisurely Methods.

ST. LOUIS, Sept. 26.—Alonzo J. White- 
man, ex-convict, ex-Mayor of Duluth, ex- 
member of the Minnesota Legislature, at 
one time Chairman of the Democratic Cen- 
tral Committee of that State, a-graduate 


of Columbia Law School, a practicing law- | 


yer for a considerable time, a student at 
Hamilton College, who distinguished him- 
self somewhat more for. his skiJl at poker 
than for good scholarship, and at one time 
said to have been worth $1,000,000, was ar- 
rested in this city yesterday on a charge of 
swindling the Fidelity Trust Company of 
Buffalo, N. Y., in July last. 

For many years past Whiteman has made 
his education and training in the law serve 
him in the line of swindling bd@nks and in 
other depredations requiring a considerable 
degree of mental acumen until] he has be- 


come known to the Pinkertons as one of the ! 


cleverest criminals in this country. 

He was arrested on request of the Ameri- 
can Bankers’ Association by the Pinker- 
tons, who have been co-operating with the 
police of various cities in their endeavor to 
capture Whiteman. His pet scheme is said 
to be raising drafts generally obtained from 
small country banks from small to great 
amounts, adding a nought or changing a 
single figure, making, say, a $5,000 draft 
of one for $50. He rarely ever does the 
dangerous part of his work, but always has 
a group of men working for 
sometimes know what they 
sometimes do not. 

Since January last the’ Pinkertons have 
arrested no less than five of the men who 
have worked with him in various cities and 
in various schemes of which Whiteman 
was the leader. He is well known in New 
York City for various offenses of consider- 
able magnitude, his most recent one being 
his arrest in that city on Feb. 21, 1901, 
when he was arrested for defrauding the 
Hotel Navarre out of a considerable sum.

ates, dressed in the height of fashion, 
would visit him. During a recent stay at 
one of the most fashionable hotels in that 
city the bellboys were kept busy taking 
cards to his room. 

j It is a trick of his, the Pinkertons say, to 
pave the way for an alibi before he com- 
mits one-of his offenses. During a recent 
stay in New York he turned off a trick in 
Boston, and he covered up his trail in this 
wise: Making himself conspicuous in the 
lobby of the hotel all day, he sneaked to 
nis room when evening came and mussed 
up his bed and the room generally, so as to 
make it appear that he had slept in the 


room all night. Then he took a train for 


Boston, where he carried out one of his 
schemes, and bobbed up at the New York 


hotel during the morning and began rush- 
ing about the hall in a great frenzy of in- 
dignation, demanding to know where the 
chambermaid was and scolding her when he 
found her for not yet having straightened 
up his room because, as he explained, “ this 
is my birthday, and I want to take some 
friends to my reom. 

When arrested oie the’ Boston job he 
produced the chambermaid of the New 
York hotel to prove he had been in New 
York all the night. In this same way he is 
said at various times to have had District 
Attorneys and clergymen to swear unknow- 
ingly against the truth. 

It is a precaution of his never 
around any paper in his 
the latest arrest he has never been ¢ cap- 
tured, however slyly the task was per- 
formed, when anything was found on him. 
In this case, however, an undated check 
on the New Amsterdam ank of New 
York, drawn in his favor for 82.000, was 
found, as well as a number of other checks, 
check perforators, daters, rubber stamps, 
and other paraphernalia. 

He has also used his knowledge of the 
banking business. Country banks duo not 
straighten out promptly their account with 
contemporary banks with whom they are 
dealing, sometimes leaving it to the end of 
the month. Whiteman has generally sent 
one of his associates to the bank, claim- 
ing to be a business man who nad gone 
te the country for his health and desired 
to open an account with this or that bank. 
*“Send check book, bank book, and the 
like,’ he genarally added. As the bank 
had nothing to lose at the time, they gen- 
erally did. as requested, especially as White- 
man managed by one way or another to ret 
a letter of. identification from some. local 
business man. He would begin drawing cn 
his account presenily. generally sending 
some one to the bank first for a small 
amount. If that transaction went through 
smcothly he would draw for a_ larger 
amount. If troubl>-ensued, it would gen- 
erally be the man who went to the bank 
who got arrested, Whiteman having van- 
ished hy the time the arrested man con- 
ie ssed, 

Whiteman was arrested in this latest in- 
stance at the Hotel Jefferson here, where 
he was living under the name of George 
R. Prentice. He was about to start for the 
Fair. Arrangements are now in progress 
te have Whiteman transferred to Buffalo 
for trial.

SEEKS BOY ON SLOCUM LIST. 


Brooklyn Man Who Lost Family Be- 
lieves Little Son Alive. 


Believing that his young son. whom he at 
first thought had lost his life in the burn- 
ing of the steamer. General Slocum, is still 
alive and in the hands of some unknown 
person, William Bandelow of S7 Seventh 
Street, Manhattan, yesterday asked the 
Brooklyn police to aid him in searching for 
the boy. Mr. Bandelow’s wife, daughter, 
and three-year-old son George were among 
the excursionists on the ill-fated Slocum. 
Mrs. Bandelow and the girl were drowned, 
and their. bodies were recovered by the 
husband and father. The body of the boy, 
however, has not been found. 

Mr. Bandelow was at first of the belief 
that his son had also lost his life, but he 
now thinks the child may have been saved 
and adopted by some one. In seeking the 
body of his son, Mr. Bandelow ran across 
Capt. Burke of the Life Saving Corps. 
Cant. Burke told him of a boy who had been 
taken alive from. the water by men en- 
gaged in rescuing Slocum passengers. Mr. 
Bandelow showed a photograph of his son 
to the Captain, and the latter declared it 
to be a good likeness of the boy he had 
-seen taken from the water. 

A few days ago Mr. Bandelow was told 
by Mrs. Mary Ryan of 408 East New York 
Avenue, Brooklyn, that she had seen a boy 
at Canarsie during the Summer who was 
the “living image” of little George. Mrs. 
Ryan said this when she was shown a 
photograph of the Bandelow boy. - She 
stated that the child she had seen was in 
the company of a_ well-dressed, kindly 
looking woman of middle age, who seemed 
to. Be very fond of the little fellow. 

Mrs. Ryan talked with the woman and 
the latter told her, she declared, that the 
boy was a survivor of the Slocum disaster, 
in which both his father and mother had 
lost their lives. as she understood. The 
woman said she had béen unable to find 
any of the ‘relatives of the lad and had 
adopted him. When he received this infor- 
mation Mr. Bandelow went to Canarsie, 
where he found several persons who told 
him they. had seen the woman and bo) 
there a number of times.

Aldermen Will Ask for $50,000 
for That Purpose. 


NOTED ENGINEERS TO ATTEND 


Exercises at City Hall, Times Square, 
and in the Bronx—-East Side 
Traffic Plan.

©labora‘e ceremonial will mark the pub- 
lic opening of the subway. The date now 
set by the Interborough Company for the 
actual stacting up of the great enterprise 
is Oct. 27. Some of the celebration plans 
are still tentative, but enough of them 
were learned vesterday to show that New 
York, from the City Hall to the Bronx, will 
be en féte that day. 

It has been estimated that the celebration 
will cost abcut $50,000, and on Friday next 
the Aldermanic committee will ask the 
Board of Estimate to authorize the issue 
of special revenue bonds for that amount. 
A unanimous vote of the board is neces- 
Sary to secure such an issue, but it is not 
thought that any opposition will develop. 

The programme is still being worked out 
by the committee of the Board of Alder- 
men. So far ‘t has been decided that 
there will be hree great centres of cele- 
bration--City Hall Park, Times Square, and 
the park surrounding the Borough Hal! in 
the Bronx. In City Hall Park. on the 
spot where the first spadeful of earth was 
turned by ex-Mayor Van Wyck, the princi: 
pal ceremonies will take place. The park 
and City Wail will be lavishly decorated, 
and there will be a special display of fire- 
works in the evening. 

The programme provides for a prayer 
by Bishop Fotter and an address by Alex- 
ander E. Orr, President of the Rapid Tran- 
sit Commission, in turning the subway 
over to the city. Mayor McClellan will ac- 
cept the trust, and then turn the road 
over to August Belmont, President of the 
Interborough Company, who will make an 
address. Archnishop Farley will close the 
ceremonies. Then the first train will be 
started over the road, operated by Mayor 
McClellan in person, after which the road 
will be turned over for one or two hours 
to the public. During that time passen- 
gers invited by the representatives of the 
city will be carried free. 

Bands ect music will be stationed at all 
the principal stops along the route. The 
arcade at the Times Square Station will be 
lavishly decorated, and it is now part of 
the pian to have a special celebration at 
this point, with pessibly an address. by 
Jovn B. McDonald. The square wil be il- 
luininated at night, and there will also be 
a fireworks display there. Up fn the Bronx 
there wlil be decorations on the municipal 

builc ing ance fireworks at night in front 
of t poraugh Hall. 

Among th» guests will be several of the 
most ceiebrated engineers in the world, in- 
cluding tne builders of the Assouan Dam 
in Egypt The Chamber of Commerce is to 
give » banquet either on the night of the 
27th or the night following to ail the per- 
sons responsible for the great work and to 
the visitirg engineers. Other banquets are 
being considered. 

Ths Inivrborough people yesterday said 
1t they did noc expect to be ready for 
biic traffic until midnight of the 27th. 
e section which will be opened then ex- 
tends trom City Hall to One Hundred and 
Turty-fitth Street and Broadway. The 
eastern secticn will be opened two or three 
weeks léter. This extends from One.Hun- 
dred and Fourth Street and Broadway to 
One Jiurdred and Forty-fifth Street and 
Lenox Avenue. The viaduct section in the 
Bronx wil! be opened about the same time. 

A plan of interest to Bronx residents is 
being cunsiiered in this connection. The 
Interborough Company is now studying 
whether it would be feasible to run ex- 
prey truims exclusively over the Second 
Av: nie linc @uring rush hours. Neither 
the Second nor the Third Avenue line has 
exprens tracks over its entire length, and 
there has been ‘much troviple lately over 
the express service on the e&st side. 

The plan_centemplates an express service 
from Chathartn Square out Second Avenue 
tc One Hundred and Forty-ninth Street, 
and thence over the subway viaduct system 
to Bronx Park.
